WILMINGTON, Del., Oct. 12.—A letter 
from Ambassador Bayard to a friend in this 
city is published here to-day, in which Mr. 
Bayard suggests that Democrats should re- 


fuse to support Bryan and Sewall, and 
says they should vote for Palmer and 
Buckner. ; 

Mr. Bayard’s letter, which was addressed 

to Samuel Bancroft, Jr., is as follows: 
“LONDON, Sept. 30. 

‘“*My Dear Mr. Bancroft: It seems scarce- 
ly possible that any one could be in doubt 
in relation to my personal opinion upon 
the very serious issues now placed before 
our countrymen by the machinery of the 
several political organizations. The evils 
which surround us and the perils that con- 
front us have not grown in a night, nor 
have they come without warning. The 
dangers of disregarding sound financial 
principles have been distinctly foretold and 
reiterated; and, looking over the last twen- 
ty-five years, as a representative of Dela- 
ware in the United States Senate, ‘and as 
a citizen discussing elsewhere public meas- 
ures and policies, I cannot discern any 
failure on my part to speak with absolute 
plainness in opposition to the acts of legis- 
lation and financial and commercial policies 
which are responsible for the present peril- 
ous and distressing conditions. 

‘“‘In such a crisis language of reproach, of 
crimination, and of recrimination would be 
useless or worse, and unworthy; but each 
man, upon his own responsibility, must ask 
and answer the question whether men, col- 
lectively or individually, can, with justice or 
self-respect, abandon a just and vital prin- 
ciple in the hour of its exigency, and just 
when the necessity of its maintenance is 
greatest, and fly from the field when the 
assault is fiercest and courage is most need- 
ed to defend the right. Whether the princi- 
ple is imbedded in the text of the written 
charter of our Government or is found in 
statutes intended to give effect to the Con- 
stitution, the measure of duty and fidelity is 
equal, and in these seasons of excitement, 
alarm, and passionate unreason, which are 
almost inevitable in the history of any na- 
tion, a patriotic, sincere, and self-respecting 
man will hear and heed the summons and 
will feel the real trial of his soul to support, 
in the hour of their distress, the truths he 
has deliberately weighed and avowed it to 
be his duty to sustain for the welfare of the 
country to which his faith and allegiance 
have been plighted, 


The Power of Legislation. 


“When, therefore, a citizen, professing 
himself to be a Democrat, is called upon 
by many, or by few, to yield his convic- 
tions and assent to the doctrine that Con- 
gress has the power and can rightfully ex- 
ercise it by its legislative flat to create 
values, and, regardless of their intrinsic or 
commercial] value, to invest one or the oth- 
er of the earth metals with any arbitrary 
power as money and override and alter at 
legislative will or caprice the ratio of the 
exchangeability of such metals, regardless 
of the impairment of the obligation of con- 
tracts—his answer should be that such a 
claim of power is not consistent with a 
Government of limited powers as defined 
by our Constitution. but contains the quin- 
tessence of tyranny, dishonesty, and abso- 
lutism, and is destructive of that morality 
which is essential to the peace and stability 
of civilized society. It is, in plain words, a 
proposition to destroy the institution of 
property and break down every legal de- 
fense for its protection. 

“This one question, and its answer, suf- 
ficiently justify the prompt and absolute re- 
fusal of a constitutional Democrat to sup- 
port, in any degree, the nominees of the Chi- 
cago Convention, (Messrs. Bryan and Sew- 
all,) and the preposterous claims of legis- 
lative power contained in their platform, 
under which the credit of the Nation and 
the peace and order of society would in- 
evitably perish. On the other hand, we 
have the Republican organization, whose 
measures and whose leaders have steadily 
created the dangers that threatened the 
country, and have made possible such a 
ticket and such propositions as were pre- 
sented at Chicago. While compelled to re- 
coil from the policy of compulsory pur-/ 
chase and coinage of silver as an unlimited 
legal tender, yet it is insistently proposed 
to employ and intensify the profound pow- 
ers of public taxation to prohibit commerce

‘“‘ Every Constitutional Democrat can truly 
reply to such propositions that they are 
fraught with such gross iniquity between 
man and man as to be inconsistent with 
public safety, because it employs the most 
far-reaching and sovereign power known to 
Government to impoverish the weaker and 
poorer members of society, (who form the 
great numerical majority,) and aggrandize 
those already financially stronger; that it 
extends a system which has already created 
inequality before the law, and subjects the 
industrious citizens to competition with 
their own Government, and their own 
money, drawn from them by taxation, and 
employed for the private profit of allied 
classes, who have established themselves as 
copartners with the Government in the 
exercise of inexoravie powers of taxation 
over the entire population. 

“Such a perversion of public powers in-

Therefore, when candidates are presented, 
as are Messrs. McKinley and Hobart, upon 
a platform promising no abatement of taxa- 
tion, but an intensification of principles so 
unjust and wholly out of harmony with 
the spirit as well as the letter of the char- 
ter of our liberties. every Democrat faithful

GREAT FLOODS IN SIBERIA. 





Thousands Rendered Homeless and 
Destitute by Them, 


TACOMA, Washington, Oct. 12.—Late Si- 
berian papers received by the Oriental 
liner Tacoma report great floods in Siberia, 
by which thousands have been rendered 
homeless and destitute. The Siphoon, Moor, 
Santachasa, and Inman Rivers are all out 
of their banks, and the plains for hundreds 
of miles are covered by a great lake, the 
water in some cases being twenty-five feet 
deep. 

The Siberian Railway has been flooded for 
a distance of 120 versts from Inman, the 
terminus of the road, and many large wash- 
outs elsewhere are reported. Telegraphic 
communication with Vladivostock was in- 
terrupted for several days. Grain crops, 
which were being harvested, were all de- 
stroyed, together with farm buildings. 
Thousands of cattle were drowned. 

Meagre reports contain information of a 
heavy loss of life, but owing to interrupted 
communication details are not yet at hand. 
The Governor of Vladivostock has dis- 
patched several companies of soldiers with 
steam launches and lifeboats to the scene 
of the disaster to assist in rescue work. 
The Government is doing all in its power 
to assist the sufferers, but owing to the 
topography of the country a vast amount 
of distress will result before ‘the isolated 
districts can be reached. The Siberian pa-

GREAT BARRINGTON’S BIG FIRE. 





Two Hundred Thousand Dollars Loss 


Caused Already. 


GREAT BARRINGTON, Mass., Oct. 12.— 
The most destructive fire in the history of 
this town began at 10 P. M. in a tenement 
house, near the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad station. 

The fire spread to the Kennedy Hotel and 
livery stables and the Miller House sta- 
bles, situated in the centre of the town. 

A large brick block in Railroad Street 
was also soon in flames, 

All of these buildings have been destroyed, 
and the Hollenbeck Block and the Miller 
House are now burning, but it is hoped 
that the latter will be saved. 

The wind is blowing a gale from the 
north, and it is feared that the fire will 
cross Railroad Street to the stores on the 
south side of that thoroughfare. 

The tenement, the brick block, and the 
Kennedy Hotel property were owned by a 
syndicate, composed of Dr. Camp, E. D. 
Humphrey, Charles Watson, and Dr. 
French. Conservative estimates place the 
present loss at $200,000, well insured. 

There is danger of complete interruption 
of telegraph and telephonic communication 
to the outside world. 





Aged Women Die. 
PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Oct. 12.—Mrs. 
Goodwin, widow of Ichabob Goodwin, War 
Governor of New-Hampshire, died this 

morning, aged ninety-one years. 





OTTAWA, Ont., Oct. 12.—Mrs. Philip 
O’Meara, the oldest resident of this city 
and probably of Canada, is dead. She was 
111 years of age at the time of her demise. 
She was born in Tipperary, Ireland, in 1785. 
She had a good memory and could recall 
events that occurred during the rebellion 
of 1798 in Ireland. Eight children, fifty- 
four grandchildren, and over 200 great- 
grand-children survive her. 





Honolulo’s Great Aquarium, 

HONOLULU, Oct, 6.—C. R. Bishop has 
authorized the Trustees of the Bishop Mu- 
seum to expend $750,000 in building an 
aquarium at Honolulu for the scientific 
study of marine life in the Pacific. It is in- 
tended to excel any other aquarium in the 
world. Prof. W. T. Brigham has just re- 
turned from visiting European aquariums, 
and is prepared to complete the plans. Ma- 
rine life will be gathered from all parts of 
the Pacific. A corps of professors will be 
maintained, and students will be expected 
from Europe and America. 





Voters Register from Speonk. 

SPEONK, L. I., Oct. 12.—The fight over 
the name of this village has been renewed. 
Although the Post Office authorities have 
changed the name to Remsenberg, some of 
the old residents and the Long Island Rail- 
road still use the old name. When the 
citizens went to register for the coming 
election, some said they resided in Speonk, 
others said Remsenberg. The matter was 
submitted to Attorney General Hancock by 
telephone.

WHEAT A POLITICAL FACTOR. 





The Rise in Its Price an Aid to Mc- 
Kinley in Several States. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Advices from 
reliable sources are received to the effect 
that the result of the fifteen to eighteen 
points’ advance in the price of wheat is ef- 
fecting a great change in political senti- 
ment in Oregon, California, Washington, 
the Dakotas, and Minnesota, and allaying 
discontent generally in those sections. All 
of which is figured to the disadvantage of 
Bryan and his quack remedies for the ills 
that the masses are suffering from. This 
is McKinley help from an unexpected quar- 
ter, and it gives great satisfaction around 
Republican headquarters. 

Reports received by the Agricultural and 
State Departments are coming in confirm- 
atory of the bad wheat crop estimates in 
Russia, India, and Argentina, previously 
sent through private and semi-official chan- 
nels. These reports are important, in that 
they put the official stamp of reliability on 
facts known to the trade, but disputed. 
The “hold your wheat” element of the 
Northwest and the Pacific coast will nat- 
urally be glad to have official backing. 





CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—The opening of the 
wheat market was at a slight decline from 
the prices prevailing at the close Saturday. 
The opening transactions for December 
were at from 68% cents to 685, cents, and 
those were the lowest prices during the 
day. The subsequent rise was slow and 
stubbornly contested at first, for there was 
much in the day’s domestic news, as far 
as they related to the receipts and ship- 
ments, to encourage selling by all but the 
most enthusiastic of the bull crowd. 

The foreign news was, however, of a 
strongly bullish flavor, except as regarded 
the shipments from Danubian and Russian 
ports, those being heavy. The Indian need 
of wheat, improbable as the report of it at 
first appeared, was confirmed to the satis- 
faction of every Board of Trade man who 
saw a letter from Jhansi, India, which A, 
W. Green of Irwin, Green & Co. had. San 
Francisco wired that England, Australia, 
and India were all competitors for wheat 
there, and that when present charters are 
completed only about 10,000,000 bushels will 
remain to supply additional demands for ex- 
port up to June 1. 

The price rose to 70% cents about an 
hour from the close, but the inevitable sell- 
ing to realize profits caused a one-cent 
reaction, and at the dlose 69% cents was 
the current price, 





REGISTRATION FRAUD CHARGED 





The County Clerk of Chicago Arrested 
on Complaint of Democrats, 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—County Clerk Philip 
Knopf was arrested to-day on a charge of 
indorsing fraudulent registration. 

The specific charge against Knopf is the 
issuance of over 2,000 registration certifi- 
cates without a direct order from a court 
or any recognized authority. Knopf was 
placed under $1,000 bonds to answer to- 
morrow morning to a charge of malfeasance 
in office. 

Knopf’s arrest was made on an affidavit 
of Morris Cohen, who is in charge of nat- 
uralization* matters for the Democratic 
Central Committee. Fully 2,000 final certifi- 
cates of naturalization in blank, but bear- 
ing the Clerk’s signature and the seal of 
the County Court, are in the possession of 
the committee. No charge is made that 
these papers have been misused, but the op- 
portunity for making citizens without the 
usual formalities of court procedure is ap- 
parent. 

These certificates were found lying on a 
desk in the County Commissioners’ office, 
where Judge Woods had been holding a 
court of naturalization. Knopf was ar- 
rested on affidavit, charging him with sign- 
ing and sealing the certificates dated Oct. 
8, 1896, and with being willfully and cor- 
ruptly guilty of malfeasance in office. The 
offense is punishable by a fine of $1,000 and 
removal from office. 

Knopf admits having signed and sealed 
the papers without an order from the Court, 
but says it was done simply for conveni- 
ence’s sake, and that such action is common 
practice. Knopf has been prominent in Re- 
publican politics for many years. 





Deliberately Went over the Falls. 

NIAGARA FALLS, Oct. 12.—An unknown 
man about thirty-five years of age, about 
5 feet 7 inches tall, dressed in a cinnamon- 
colored overcoat, walked through Prospect 
Park this afternoon about 2 o’clock, down 
to the Point, and in the presence of two 
men deliberately mounted the parapet and 
jumped into the water, and in an instant 
was swept over the American Falls. He 
left his hat on the stone curbing with 40 
cents in it. There is no clew to his iden- 
tity. The body has not been recovered, 





Burglars in a Clubhouse, 
HASTINGS-ON-THE-HUDSON, Oct. 12.— 
Last night during the storm burglars broke 
into the Tower Ridge Yacht Clubhouse, at 
this place. All the lockers were broken 
open and their contents strewn about. A 
set of ivory pool balls, two pairs of fine 
opera glasses, with clothes and money left 
by the members, were stolen. Thieves vis- 
ited the clubhouse a few weeks ago and 
stole a number of small boats, 





Bicyclist Fell on His Face. 
LONG ISLAND CITY, Oct. 12.—Emley 
Diets of 96 Borden Avenue, this city, while 
returning on his bicycle from Corona, ran 
into an object in the road and was thrown 
heavily on his face. He was so severely 
cut that he was not recognized by his 
friends on his return. He was sent to St. 
John’s Hospital. His nose is broken and 
he has several ugly scars on his face. 





Ohio Bank Cashier Disappears. 
CEDARVILLE, Ohio, Oct. 12.—E. M. 
Clemens, cashier of the Cedarville State 
Bank, has disappeared, and the bank is 
closed pending an examination. A shortage 
of $1,000 is already found. Mr. Clemens 
left a letter to his wife saying he was go- 

ing to Mexico, but assigning no reason.

Got Through Senator Brice Yesterday 
Results of a Democratic Investi- 


Wager $500,000 Bryan Doesn’t 
Carry a State East of the Missis- 
sippi and North of the Ohio— 
$500,000 More on Kentucky. 


When E. R. Chapman of Moore & Schley 
learned through Senator Brice yesterday 
some facts about the political situation in 
the Middle Western States he said he 
would bet $500,000, or any part of it, that 
the Democrats would not carry a State 


east of the Mississippi River or north of the 
Ohio. 

Mr. Chapman has also a similar amount 
to bet that McKinley will carry Kentucky. 

The report communicated to Mr. Chap- 
man was made by one of the leading offi- 
cials of the United States Senate, whose 
ability for accurately sizing up political 
sentiment is valued by not only the Demo- 
cratic but the Republican members of the 
Senate. He lives in the Middle West, and is 
thoroughly familiar with the politics of that 
section. He was commissioned by Senator 
Gorman and other Popocratic Senators to 
make this investigation. He returned yes- 
terday from a ten days’ inquiry. 

‘“‘In my opinion,”’ said he, ‘‘ Cook County, 
which is really Chicago, would give Mc- 
Kinley 100,000 votes if the election was held 
to-day. I hope for Bryan’s election as much 
as any one can, and I don’t believe I could 
overestimate the strength of the enemy, but 
at the same time it is rank folly to deceive 
one’s self. 

“T have gone about this work in as 
methodical and thorough a manner as it is 
possible for one man, and hope as much 
as I may, I can see no prospect of carring 
Illinois, and without that State Bryan can- 
not be elected. 


Stronger in Ohio than in Illinois. 


“ Really, I believe that if anything, Bryan 
is stronger in Ohio than in Illinois. The 
real battle ground is in Chicago. Accord- 
ing to the most favorable canvass for Bryan 
in Illinois, made by the Democratic State 
Committee, Bryan will have 30,000 plu- 
rality outside of Cook County. Not even 
the most sanguaine of the Bryan managers 
believes that he can more than break even 
in Chicago, should he have the benefit. of a 
political cyclone. His only hope is that 
the Republican majority in Cook County will 
be small. It is generally admitted that Alt- 
geld is from 10,000 to 25,000 votes stronger 
in Chicago than Bryan. I met a number 
who are for McKinley, but who will vote 
for Altgeld.” 

“In what way did you conduct your in- 
vestigation in Chicago?” 

“Well. I learned what both sides are 
A more 
perfect political machine was never con- 
structed than the one the Republicans have, 
Where they used to make one house-to- 
house canvass, they are now making 
twenty. Our people have no money to 
speak of, and cannot carry out such thor- 
ough work, or anything approaching that 
of our opponents. 

“TI also talked to all classes of people, 
particularly those who work hard for their 
living. As is well known, there is a local 
pride in Chicago that is not equalled any- 
where else. The city has experienced very 
hard lines since the World’s Fair, while 
her hated rival, St. Louis, has heen com- 
paratively prosperous. Unlike St. Louis, 
Chicago has been built up by Eastern capi- 


tal. The Chicagoans think that if McKin- 
ley is elected Eastern capital will again 
flow in upon them as of yore, and 


that there will be another boom, while if 
Bryan is elected that capital would certain- 
ly remain at home. Tne average Chicago 
man is for his city first and the rest of the 
country afterward, 


Probabilities in Indiana. 


“The chances in Indiana are much better 
for Bryan than in Illinois. There are no 
large cities in the former State. Still, I be- 
lieve that the influence of Illinois will carry 
Indiana with it. I believe, though, that the 
silver sentiment in the Middle West is 
growing, particularly among the farmers, 
and if we had six weeks longer there might 
be a chance for Bryan. Of course Bryan 
will end the campaign in Illinois, and he 
will probably do some good, but the odds 
against him are too great for him to change 
the result.” ‘ 





WHO IS COLLECTING FUNDS? 


A Question Raised over Chairman 
Hackett’s Letter. 


“Who is collecting the campaign funds 
for the Republicans in New-York City?” 
This question was asked last night by some 
of the county campaigners, who said they 
supposed the National Republican Commit- 
tee was doing it. One member of the Coun- 
ty Committee said there was an agreement 
that all the funds for this city should come 
from Mr. Hanna’s committee. This was 
to make it easy for contributors and pre- 
vent all the organizations from assessing 
them. 

The cause of th> comment was a letter 
which Chairman Hackett of the State Com- 
mittee sent out two or three days ago, ask- 
ing for cash. This fell into the hands both 
of the National and the New-York County 
Committee yesterday. It read thus: 

“The political campaign of 1896 is one of 
the utmost importance to the people of this 
State. The financial honor of the Nation is 
at stake and no community is more inter- 
ested in maintaining our National credit 
than the citizens of New-York, both work- 
ing men and merchants. This must be a 
campaign of education. Most thorough and 
effective organization is necessary for com- 
plete success. The present contest brings 
the Nation face to face with perhaps the 
greatest crisis in its history. The friends 
of honest money are therefore called upon 
to contribute to the campaign fund of the 
Republican Committee. I should be pleased 
to received a contribution from you. Yours 
respectfully, 

“ CHARLES W. HACKETT, Chairman.” 

The County Committee has been making 
no collections this year, it was said last 
night. Whenever it has needed cash, appli- 
cation has been made to Chairman Hackett 
of the State Committee, and he has secured 
it from the National Committee, as some 
members of the County Committee under- 
stand it. They were fearful that the Na- 
tional Committee would shut off the sup- 
ply as soon\as it was known that the State 
organization was collecting for itself. 

At State neadquarters it was said that

Mr. Hanna’s committee. There was no 
agreement that the State Committee would 
not secure funds on its own hook, it was 
said. Executive Chairman Odell . laughed 
at the idea that the letter was a violation 
of any agreement. 

The rule that all funds for use in the 
campaign in New-York should come 
through the County Committee, if such a 
rule ever existed, has been sadly broken. 
Some campaign managers have secured 
help direct from the National Committee. 
Some of the Assembly District Committees 
have been raising campaign funds of their 
own. 

“Mr. Platt would never agree to let Mr. 
Hanna have exclusive control of raising 
the funds in this county so long as Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss is Mr. Hanna’s Treasurer,” 
was one comment on the situation. 





SPALDING MAY BE RECTOR. 


Regarded as Bishop Keane’s Suc- 
cessor—A Statement by Gibbons. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Bishop Spalding 
of Peoria, it is believed here, will be the 
next head of the Catholic University, to 
succeed Bishop Keane. 

The distinguished Illinois Bishop is now 
visiting the Caldwell sisters, who so liber- 
ally have endowed the university. His in- 
fluence with them is great. The university 
wants money. If he wants the rectorship 
and doesn’t get it—well, it is argued that 
he is human, and hardly will be apt to 
put his shoulder to the wheel when a suc- 
cessful competitor is in the wagon. 

The interview of Archbishop Ireland de- 
claring that Keane would doubtless be re- 
elected and the Archbishop’s refusal to 
change the interview when he learned of 
Bishop Keane’s reply to the Pope, caused 
much surprise here, It is interpreted as 
signifying the existence of a rebellious 
spirit against the Pope. 

Ireland is regarded as the greatest in- 
tellectual force in ‘tthe American part of 
the Roman Catholic Church and is an 
astute diplomatist, it therefore is concluded 
that the Archbishop would not have spoken 
in the interview as he did without knowing 
his ground. 

Catholics here hope that the trouble will 
be passed with the election of Rector 
Keane’s successor, and that nothing more 
will arise to disturb the peace of the 
Church. 


Cardinal Gibbons’s Statement. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 12.—On account of re- 
cent reports and conjectures about the 
Catholic University and the Board of Di- 
rectors, Cardinal Gibbons authorizes the 
following statement: 

“Far from there being any disagreement 
or antagonism or want of harmony among 
the members of the Board of Directors of 
the university, there is a full and perfect 
unanimity of sentiment and purpose in all 
that regards the direction and govern- 
ment, the development and progress of the 
institution. 

“In their next meeting there will be only 
one object and aim, and that will be to se- 
lect a worthy successor to Bishop Keane, 
who will labor to secure the best interests 
of the university.” 








FUNDS OF ORPHANS GONE, 





A Boston Oil Merchant Charged with 


Embezzlement. 


BOSTON, Oct. 12.—Edwin Waite of the 
firm of Waite, Williams & Co., oil mer- 
chants, was arrested to-day charged with 
the embezzlement of $3,410. In default of 
bail he was committed to prison. 

Mr. Waite is fifty-four years of age, is 
well known to the oil trade, and his ar- 
rest caused great surprise. The warrant 
was sworn out by Royal B. Conant, Walter 
W. Conant, and Florence L. Wheeler, chil- 
dren of the late Mrs. Alvira Conant, who 
charge Waite with appropriating to his 
own use $3,000 left by their mother in his 
hands as trustee for the children. 

Mr. Waite failed two years ago, and it 
was then learned that he had invested the 
money in his business, but as he paid the 
interest regularly, matters were allowed 
to remain as they were. Recently, however, 
attempts have been made to obtain pay- 
ment of the principal, but as these efforts 
were unsuccessful, a criminal charge was 
brought. 





Macmonnies’s Statue Rejected. 


BOSTON, Oct, 12.—Mr. Macmonnies’s 
statue of a Bacchante, which was offered 
by Mr. McKim, the architect of the Pub- 
lib Library, to the Trustees of that insti- 
tution, with the design of having it used 
as the centre piece of the fountain in the 
central court of the building, was formal- 
ly rejected by the Art Commission to-day, 
it being voted that ‘the Secretary be 
instructed to inform the Trustees of the 
Public Library that, while recognizing the 
rematkable technical merits of Mr. Mac- 
monnies’s statue of a Bacchante as a work 
of art, this commission does not regard 
it as suitable to the Public Library build- 
ing.”’ 





THE WEATHER. 





The indications for to-day are 


threatening weather and showers. 


The West India hurricane is now central off the 
South New-England coast, and dangerous gales 
continue from Atlantic City northward to East- 
port. The wind reached its maximum force of 
eighty miles per hour to-day on the South New- 
England coast. The winds are light and variable 
on the coast south of Atlantic City. 

The barometer has fallen on the Atlantic coast 
and in the St. Lawrence Valley. It continues 
highest to the northeast of New-England, and it 
has risen from the Mississippi Valley westward 
over the Rocky Mountains. 

Light local showers have prevailed to-day from 
the lake region and New-England southward to 
Florida, and the weather is fair from the Missis- 
sippi Valley westward. 

It is slightly cooler in the Ohio Valley and lake 
region and warmer in the Missouri Valley. 
Generally fair weather will prevail Tuesday in 
the central valleys and lake regions. The 
weather is unsettled on the Atlantic coast, but it 
will be generally fair during the day south of 
Maryland. Local showers are probable in New- 
England and the Middle Atlantic States. 

The record of temperature for the twenty-four 
hours ended at midnight, taken from THE New- 
YorK TIMES’S thermometer and from the ther- 
mometer of the Weather Bureau, is as follows:

WRECKS IN STORM’S WAKE 





GREAT DAMAGE WROUGHT ALY 
ALONG THE COAST. 





Coney Island Suffers Severely—Seidl’s 
Concert Hall, Many Other Build- 
ings, Railroad Tracks, and Proper- 
ty in General a Prey to the Heavy 
Seas—At Far Rockaway, Rock- 
away Beach, and That Neighbor- 
hood the Losses Also Heavy. 


' ‘Tremendous damage was wrought all 
along the coast from Cape May to Boston 
by the northeast gaie, which continued yes- 
terday with unabated fury. 

The centre of the West Indian hurricane 
had reached the latitude of New-York, 
but this city did not get the worst of it. 
In fact, the wind’s velocity was less in this 


section than on Sunday, while most of the 
storm was to the northeast. It varied ma< 
terially at different points. In Boston it 
reached fifty-two miles an hour, while at 
Block Island it developed the almost phe- 
nomenal velocity of eighty miles. In this 
city the maximum was thirty-eight miles, 
The temperature varied from 46° to 52°. 
The Weather Bureau at Washington ad< 
vises that the bulk of the storm has. passed 
and that there will be a northerly wind, 
decreasing in force, along the coast. 
Though in this vicinity the force of the 
wind had* considerably abated yesterday, 
the continued influence of the northeaster 
was felt here, as elsewhere, by the high tides 
that were rolled up. Ocean, bays, and rivers 
welled over their natural confines, flooding 
vast districts ordinarily dry and doing in- 
calculable damage at the seaside resorts of 
Long Island and New-Jersey and along the 
water fronts of this harbor. The damage at 
Coney Island was particularly heavy. 
Shipping was at a standstill. Only one 
vessel of those scheduled to sail ventured 
out past Sandy Hook. Only a few of the 
larger craft due arrived in port. Several 
wrecks were reported from various parts of 
the coasts, and that more damage to ship- 
ping has not occurred may be attributed to 
the timely warning of the’ Weather Bureau. 
As the storm has been following a course 
well out to sea, brushing with its rough 
edge only the coast, the telegraph service 
has been but little crippled. Wires were 
down at places along the coast, however, 
and during yesterday morning and again at 
night no communication was had with San- 
dy Hook, and other points, including Nan- 
tucket and Hatteras, exposed to the ful} 
force of the blow, and where marine or sigs 
nal services observers are stationed. 4 





DAMAGE AT CONEY ISLAND. 





Seidl’s Concert Hall and Many, Othe# 
Buildings Wrecked. 


The hurricane that had been working ita 
way slowly up the Atlantic coast wiped 
out, or wrecked, nearly every building with« 
in its reach-on the Long Island .shore yes< 
terday, from Norton’s Point to Oriental 
Hotel Point, and the damage done will 
amount to hundreds of thousands vf dol- 
lars. Débris is strewn all along the va- 
rious beaches, and the high water mark 
surpassed any reached within the memory, 
of beach residents. 

At Coney Island the seas beat down all 
the small buildings facing the ocean, and 
the streets leading up into the village were 
littered with spars, timbers, and household 
furniture for a distance of at least 200 feet. 

As early as daybreak yesterday morning, 
property owners realized that danger 
threatened, and began immediately prepara- 
tions for removing their portable belongings 
beyond the danger line. But rapidly as they 
worked, the big sea gained on them, and 
by 1 o’clock trolley car and railroad tracks 
were torn up and tossed back and twisted 
almost beyond repair. 

At Brighton, where the most serious 
damage was suffered, Seidl’s concert hall 
was wrecked, the seawalk around the 
Brighton Hotel demolished, and the marine 
railroad station and track, leading to Man- 
hattan Beach, were destroyed. Nothing re- 
mains there now but a _ wreck-strewn 
beach. 

Just west of the music hall, in front of 
the Ocean House, three bulkheads re- 
cently fortified were beaten down and the 
big Belgian block paving stones of the 
street were washed out and rolled about 
like so many pebbles. 


Damage at Brighton Beach. 


The three large shelter houses situated 
at the terminus of the Boulevard and the 
bicycle path were pounded to pieces in 
thirty minutes, and“their wreckage washed 
up to within a few feet of Surf Avenue. 

From 12 until 1:30 o’clock Brighton Beach 
was surrounded by white-topped combers 
and any assistance from neighboring points 
was therefore impossible. The paddocks of 
the Brighton race track, and the grounds 
in front of them, formerly used for clay 
pigeon shooting, were overflowed. 

The marine railway tracks and station 
were the first to go. By 11 o’clock the pro- 
tecting bulkheads had become _ badly 
wrecked, and the surf rolled up over the 
tracks with little or no resistance. In a 
short time they were twisted out of their 
bed and carried back, in some places, 
seventy-five feet from their original lodge- 
ment. Then the station toppled over and 
was pounded to pieces in short order. 
Shortly after 1 o’clock the west end 
foundations of the Seidl concert pavillion 
were washed out. For a few minutes the 
building slowly settled, and then fell with 
a crash, leaving the east wall and a part 
of ‘the roof standing. 

Further down the beach, between the old 
and the new iron piers, the surf picked up 
a twelve-room house belonging to G. A. 
Walberg, and toppled it over on the beach, 
fifty feet from its foundation. In half an 
hour it was torn to pieces, and its furni- 
ture was scattered for a mile along the 
shore. 

Then a thirty-foot;section of the old iren 
pier gave way, and the big, heavy spiles, 
for a time held together by wires and 
chains, washed up under the small stands 
and eating-houses, wrenching their founda~- 
tions from under them and setting them 
‘adrift. Some time before daybreak two 
small houses situated on the beach at Nor- 
ton’s Point, belonging to John Doyle, were 
carried out to sea. Later in the day sec- 
tions of them were washed ashore. 


Rescued by Life Savers. 
In the early hours of the morning, also, 
the east end of the Manhattan bath house 
was slightly wrecked, and the asphalt walk 
leading around it washed out and dropped 
three or four feet below grade. At the 
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Smith Street trolley line terminus, near 
the Brighton race track, both tracks were 
| torn out by the heavy seas. Shortly afters 
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live wires were swished back and forth 


across the street. 

While watching the storm from a plat- 
form in front of Peter Ravenhall’s bathing 
pavilion at the foot of Sea Beach Walk, an 


unknown man was struck by a wave, 
knocked overboard and carried through the 


surf. 

Capt. Riley, a life saver employed by Mr. 
Ravenhall, saw the man go over, and yell- 
ing for help, ran to the end of the platform 
and dived after him. About the time Capt. 
Riley dived, a sea struck the unknown man, 
rolling him shoreward, and both men came 
to the surface within a few feet of each 


other, 
In the meantime Stephen Knapp, another 
life saver, procured a rope. Making his 


way to the end of the platform as rapidly 
as he could, he threw the line. Luckily, it 
feil within reach of Capt. Riley; and pass- 
ing the end to his struggling companion, 
both were pulled through the waves to 
safety. 

The rescued man_ stood around the 
pavilion for a few minutes, remarked that 
the water ‘“‘ wasn’t so very cold,” and then 
disappeared up the walk, refusing to dis- 
close his identity. 

Further down the beach, toward Norton’s 
Point, there was searcely a building that 
escaped damage, and the small photograph 
galleries and fruit and candy stands were 
Smashed up in the first onslaught, and there 
is hardly a half acre along the shore un- 
marked by wreckage left there by the tide. 


On the other side of Coney Island, the 
meadows have not had such a tide since 
Sept. 11, i878. The shell road, early in 


the day was impassable, and, while the tide 
was in, was under water in some places 
to a depth of three and four feet. 

On the ocean front squads of carts and 
workmen were busily engaged all day, 
elearing away the débris and fortifying 
buildings injured earlier in the day. 





FAR ROCKAWAY SUFFERS. 


Valuable Property Damaged—Wash- 
outs on the Road. 

Far Rockaway experienced yesterday the 
worst day in its existence. - The water 
poured through the streets all day and 
flooded cellars and lawns and washed away 
small buildings. The hotels were surround- 
ed by water and threatened with destruc- 
tion. Hog Island added another big section 
to the portion that had previously gone 
to sea, and another storm or so will wipe 
it out of existence, 

The ferryhouse, docks, board walk and 

The ferryhouse, dock, board walk and 
Company were wrecked and almost entirely 
washed away. The Casino and the United 
States Hotel were flooded with water. 
South Street, in Far Rockaway, was under 
eighteen inches of water almost the entire 
jay. The Dolphin Hotel was flooded so that 
the lower floor was under water. 

About Wave Crest the damage will 
amount to at least $40,000. The expensive 
»bulkheading in front of the Dickerson and 
Brinkerhoff cottages was torn cut and car- 
ried away. Nearly all the improvements 
made by the Lancaster Improvement Com- 
pany near Wave Crest within the last two 
years were washed away or buried under 
tons of sand. 

About Edgemere several thousand dollars’ 
jamage was done by the waves. The board 
walk was washed out and the roads cut to 
pieces. Many of the bathing houses were 
washed to sea. The bulkheading was torn 
from the sand and the spiling which thus 
became driftwood added to the danger, be- 
ing hurled by the waves against the build- 
ings in the vicinity. 

The débris from the bathing houses and 
the spiling was earried against the founda- 


tions of the Edgemere Hotel, and for a 
time threatened to undermine the house 
and to topple it into the sea, which had 
é@aten a breach into the sand in front of 
the hotel] until the water was washing un- 
der the hotel. 

There was a foot of water over most of 
the ground at Averne during the morning 
and part cf the afternoon. There was a 
wash-out on the railroad near Cronon’s 
Crossing at noon time, and the running of 
trains had to be abandoned. John Mur- 
ray’s cottage was lifted from its founda- 
tions and badly wrecked. Cronon’s livery 
atable was flooded, and when the water re- 
ceded the floor was several inches beneath 
a coating of sand. 

Smail buildings and bathing houses from 
one end of the beach to the other were 
washed to sea. The waves made big gaps 
in the beach, the outline of which has been 
materially changed. In some places acres 
have been added to:the beach, and in others 
acres stolen away from it. 

On the bay side the damage was not so 
pronounced, but yachts and boats anchored 





there were wrecked and sunk. The high 
tide flooded the beach and carried small 
buildings from their foundations. No trains 
went through after noontime. The mail 


Was taken across the washout late in the 
afternoon by a couple of venturesome +oat- 
men.

and, the Seabright railroad tracks are re- 
ported wasned away. 
Near Oceanic the water rushed through 
Low Moor and changes were made ‘in. the 
shore line as far south as Long Branch. 
At that point great rollers came in from 
the sea and dashed themselves with -ter- 
ritic force against the bulkhead. Some of 
them poured tons of water into Occan Ave- 
nue, making it impossible to walk on either 
side of the street. For a time it looked as 
if the new iron pier would shiver itself to 
pieces. 

Asbury Park was aiso the scene of many 
disasters. The shore was lined with people 
watching the havoc made by _the waves. 
The sea kept up such a pounding against 
the bulkhead that it was soon a wreck, 
Then it began an attack upon the “ board 
walk,”’ and before long the walk from Deal 
Lake to the boundary line was Gestroyed. 
The marble monument which marked the 
spot where the New Era went down was 
toppled over into the sea, The Davis studio 
was also washed away, and the entire beach 
is strewn with wreckage. 

In Barnegat Bay a great number of small 
craft were sunk, and the Novelette, a 
schooner yacht, was driven ashore. 

Sea Isle City was a great sufferer, Many 
hotels and cottages between Townsend and 
Corson Inlets were badly damaged, some de- 
stroyed. Yesterday afternoon the Hotel 
Brunswick collapsed, and {s now a mass of 
ragged timbers. In falling it carried with it 
the house of Mrs. German of Philadelphia, 
which is also a wreck. No trains wll be 
able to reach Sea Isle City for several days. 








ALONG STATEN ISLAND SHORES. 


Havoc Played by the High Tide and 
Heavy Surf. 


The high tides and heavy surf played 
havoc along the shores on Staten Island. 
The principal damage was done along the 
east shore, from St. George to South Beach, 
where many of the docks were submerged 
and the streets flooded. 

At Stapleton, Front Street was under 
water, and the surf beat against the front 
of the buildings occupied by William Lin- 
dermeyer as a tinsmith shop. 

The building was threatened with de- 
struction, and was only saved by the efforts 
of yachtsmen of the Ocean Yacht Club, 
who built improvised bulkheads in front 
of the building by using fishing dories 
against which the force of the sea was 


broken. 

The float of the Staten Island Yacht Club 
was wrecked and the big sloop Carrie W., 
belonging to the club, broke adrift from her 
moorings during the night and _ struck 
against the dock. She was partly dis- 
mantied, her topmast and bowsprit being 
broken, besides receiving serious damage to 
her hull. 

At South Beach, the sea washed across 
the tracks of the Staten Island Electric 
Company, causing a washout, and the com- 
pany was compelled to switch its cars on a 
turnout above the terminus, The surf de- 
molished the platform of the South Beach 
Hote} and threatened to undermine the 
building. The boardwalk was washed away 
in front of the Atlantic, the Surf House, 
and the Railroad Hotel. 

The boulevard leading from the Rapid 
Transit Railroad station to the beach was 
submerged by eighteen inches of water and 
had to be abandoned by pedestrians, and 
the meadows for several miles was one sea, 

The spray from the big seas which broke 
over the west bank made a clean breach 
over the hospital buildings on Swinburn 
Island. As there is no communication from 
South Beach with the hospitals, it could 
not be learned whether any damage had 
been done by the sea. 

The tugboat Jerome B. King, owned by 
the King Plaster Mill Company, at New- 
Brighton, was driven ashore at the Kill 
von Kull, but was not seriously damaged.

Few Vessels Reach This Port—Some 
Damage on River Fronts, 


SHIPPING 


The Savannah Line steamship Tallahas- 
see, which started to sea Saturday night, 
and put back, still remained at anchor yes- 
terday in Gravesend Bay, as did the Clyde 
Line steamer Goldsboro, bound out for 
Philadelphia. 

Among the craft due which did not arrive 
were the Savannah Line steamship Na- 
coochee, the Clyde Line steamship Seminole, 
from Charleston; two Old Dominion boats 
from Norfolk and Richmond, the Allianca, 
from Colon, and the El Mar, from New- 
Orleans. These coasters are probably keep- 
ing pretty well off shore. 

Foreign steamships due which did not ar- 
rive were the Scheidam, from Amsterdam; 
Croft, from Dundee; Llandaff City, from 
Swansea, and the Istria, from Smyrna. No 
fears are entertained, however, for any of 
these v«ssels. 

The only vessel which arrived at quaran- 
tine during the morning was the Hogan 
Line ste>mship Menemsha, from Stockton- 
on-Tees, England. She passed in by Sandy 
Hook at 6 o’clock Sunday night, but Pilot 
Woolf found it so difficult to steer her up 
the channel broadside to the gale that he 
headed for Gravesend Bay, where he anch- 
ored. 

The North German steamships Aller, from 
Bremen and Cherbourg, and Kaiser Wil- 
helm IL, from Genoa and Gibraltar, ar- 
rived at Quarantine in the evening. Both 
had been hove to for several hours out- 
side the Bar, waiting for a chance to cross. 

The steam station boat Alaska, with her 
complement of pilots, had anchored all 
night under shelter of Sandy Hook, and

Beats Blown Ashore Along the Long 


Island Coast, 


GREENPORT, Oct. 12.—There was im- 
mense damage done in this vicinity by the 
gale that has blown from the east ever 
@ince yesterday afternoon. 

The fishing fleet at East Marion has 
suffered, and a number of boats have been 
blown ashore. Damage to the traps and 
pounds of the fishermen at Montauk and 
Gardiner’s Island will amount to hundreds 
ef dollars. 

The sloop Comet, owned by Theodore F. 
Redmond of East Marion, was blown on 
the shore, and is going to pieces. The sloop 
Louise, owned by Capts. William H. and 
Charles Tuthill, had her sails blown away 
and her topsails blown to shreds. The ice 
docks, which lead from the ice houses to 
the beach have been blown away by the 
wind, and are strewn on the beach. Park 
& Down’s valuable sloop was tossed on 
Conklin’s Point, and is badly damaged. 

FREEPORT, Oct. 12—E. <A. Dorlon’s 
yacht Rambler was wrecked, and the 

rospect Gun Club’s yacht Moslem was 
blown ashore by the storm at this place. 
The tide is five feet higher than usual. 





ALONG THE JERSEY COAST. 


An Immense Amount of Damage on 
the New-Jersey Coast. 


The storm of Saturday, Sunday, and yes- 
terday did great damage along the New-Jer- 
sey coast. “he wind, which held steadily 
from the northeast during the entire time, 
caused the water to remain stationary, thus 
at once preventing a low tide and creating a 
constan: lombardment of waves against the 
retaining walls, resulting in many places in 
their almost total destruction. 

The storm was particularly severe at 
Cape May, and the wind was so strong at 
times as tc threaten the cottages and hotels 
with demolition. The lowlands were sub- 
merged, and many bathing houses and small 
buildings near the sea were washed away. 

Traffic by cars along the coast was 
stopped in many instances, and some of the

Rough Time on the Water. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm II. had generally 
fine weather from Gibraltar, until Sun- 
day morning, when she ran into the hurri- 
cane. She plunged and rolled in the huge 
seas, making all hands uncomfortable, but 
suffered no damage. 

The steamer Anchoria of the Anchor Line 
and the White Star freighter Cevic an- 
chored in Quarantine shortly after sun- 
down. On account of the gale and strong 
tide, the marine reporters were unable to 
board either vessel last night. 

At about 1 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when the gale was blowing hardest, a two- 
masted schooner, which had been anchored 
snugly under the shelter of the shore, near 
Bath Beach, dragged her anchor and slow- 
ly drifted past the Menemsha, which lay 
at anchor near by. To the steamer’s look- 
out it seemed as if all hands aboard were 
asleep, and he sounded the steamer’s whistle 
repeatedly and finally noticed signs of life 
aboard the small craft. A second anchor 
was let go and the schooner brought up 
just on the eastern euge of the channel and 
before deep water made the holding less 
secure. 

A large fleet of vessels, bound east and 
west, anchored at City Island. All escaped 
damage from the gale. A report that the 
schooner J. J. Little was ashore proved 
untrue. 

The Fall River Line steamboat Puritan, 
which was due yesterday morning at 7 
o’clock, did not arrive until 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon. The company’s officers were not 
alarmed, however, as they had been in: 
formed that the boat had not left New- 
per at her regular time, on account of the 
gale. 

Despite the heavy sea on the Sound yes- 
terday, the Puritan made the trip down 
without incident. After peoving Point Ju- 
dith, the wind was with her and aided her 
in making a quick trip. 

The Priscilla of the same line made the 
eastward trip in good time, and without 
mishap. 

The powerful City of Lowell, the twin- 
screw flier of the Norwich Line, left New- 
London later than usual, and made the trip 
down in the usual time, 


Cellars and Sewers Flooded. 


The high tide raised the rivers to the 
string pieces along West and South Street, 
invading cellars and backing up sewers. The 
hollow at Peck Slip and South Street under- 
went the customary inundation when rains 
are heavy or tides are high. Pumps were 


brought into requisition to clear out the 
cellars all along West Street, and gutters 
were turned intd streams that ceased to 
run when the flowing water met the over- 
flowing culvert. Pier 42 East River was 
under water for a while. The same con-

small boats kept there, usually reached by 
a ladder, wet floated with their gunwales 
above the wall. 

At the corner of Whitehall and State 
Streets, the cable duct of the Broadway 
road was flooded by the backing up of the 
sewers. The duct’s connection with the 
sewer was eventually plugged, and the 
water was pumped out. 

Probably most damage from the tide in 
the upper bay occurred at the Atlantic 
Basin, in Brooklyn. The steamship Arkadia 
is discharging her cargo of sugar in hogs- 
heads there. The tide rose over the dock to 
the depth of several inches, and great quan- 
tities of sugar were dissolved. In some 
cases, the lightened hogsheads floated about 
the dock. A big gang of additional men got 
employment in moving what they could of 
it to a dry place. Many more men were 
engaged at the Union Stores getting hides, 
cocoa, and other stuff out of the reach of 
the waters, which flooded the ground floor. 

The pier of the iron elevator at the foot 
of De Graw Street was flooded so as to be 
impassaple. 

A feature of the flood tide which drew 
crowds to the basin was the drowning out 
of the rats. Men stood with clubs ready to 
kill them if they came on the piers. Some 
were killed this way, but hundreds evi- 
dently preferred drowning and deliberately 
dived back into the water. The bodies of 
hundreds floated about in the basin. 

In the vicinity of Newtown Creek, the 
water overflowed piers and bulkhead prop- 
erty. On the west side of the North River 
the high tide inundated Jersey City and 
Hoboken cellars. 





SEVEN HOURS AT SEA. 





West Jersey Train Halted in Deep 
Water on the Meadows. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 12.—Pas- 
sengers on the Newfield local train over the 
West Jersey Railroad, bound for this city, 
had an unpleasant experience to-day. The 
train was halted while trying to cross the 
meadows over tracks submerged in three or 
four feet of water, because the fires in the 
engine. were extinguished. 

Here the train was stalled in the midst 
of a sea from 10 o’clock in the morning 
until 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 


Furious Wind at Newport. 


NEWPORT, R. IL, Oct. 12.—A furious 
windstorm has prevailed here all day, lay- 
ing waste the fine trees, foliage, vines, and 
plants on the lawns, among which it has 


done greet damage. The steamer General, 
eonnecting with the Shore Line, and other 
small steamers have been unable to leave 
their docks for twenty-four hours. All reg- 
ular mail arrangements are therefore in- 
terfered with, and outgoing and incoming 
mails have been delayed. uch wreckage 
has come in on the high surf, which broke 
over the Ocean Drive in places and Bath 
Road at the beach. 





Pleasure Craft Wrecked at Boston. 


BOSTON, Oct. 12.—The storm has wrought 
havoc among the pleasure craft in this 
vicinity. The sloop yacht Egeria was 
driven on Rip Rap Wall this afternoon, and 
one of her sides was smashed. She is going 
to pieces, The sloop yacht May is ashore 
at the Cow Pasture. Between twenty and 
thirty yachts have broken from their moor- 
ings at South Boston, and a large number 


of them are damaged so badly that they 
will not be worth repairing. . 

Capt. Swim of the tug Florence sighted a 
two-masted British schooner scurrying be- 
fore the wind, under bare poles in Dor- 
chester Bay. but he was unable to learn 
her name. He fears she met with disaster, 





Yachts Destroyed at Newburyport. 


NEWBURYPORT, Mass., Oct. 12.—The 
storm here has been severe all day. Sev- 
eral yachts were driven ashore and de- 
stroyed this afternoon, and a score or more 
were damaged badly. The wharves are in 


bad condition. Several warehouses are un- 
dermined, and are liable to fall into the 
docks. The city railroad has been rendered 
impassable. 


Bark Henry A, Litchfield Wrecked. 


NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 12.—The bark Henry 
A. Litchfield, bound from Brunswick, Ga., 
for New-York, went ashore on Pleasure 
House Beach, inside the Capes, about 5 


o’clock this morning. None of the crew 
was lost, and the cargo of lumber is safe, 
but it is thought the vessel cannot be 
floated. 





Well-Planned Robbery a Failure. 


John Wagner, a messenger boy employed 
at Schwart, Zenback, Huber & Co.’s silk 
mill, West Hoboken, goes every Tuesday 
to the Hudson Trust Company’s Bank and 
draws $2,500 to pay the hands. He carries 
the money in a heavy canvas bag. He was 
busy yesterday, and the cashier went to 
the bank and drew the money an hour 
earlier than usual, 

At noon, the bag having been emptied, 
Wagner took it and went to the Post Of- 


fice for the mail. As he returned to the 
office he was attacked by two men, who 
seized the bag and ran toward the North 
Bergen Meadows. They were pursued. 
They cut the bag open as they ran. When 
they found they had letters instead of 
money, they dropped the bag and its con- 
tents and escaped,

In Carnegie Hall last night, Mayor Strong 
presided at. the final meeting of the Zion 
Grand Centennial Jubilee, which for the 
past twelve days has been held in celebra- 
tion of the one-hundredth anniversary of 
the foundins of the Zion African Methodist 
Bpiscopal Caurch. 

The most fashionable colored people in 
town were there. The men were dressed 
with a great deal of attention to detail, 
and many of the women wore decolleté 
gowns and diamonds. The boxes were as 
brilliant as upon the night of a Paderewski 
recital—perhaps more so.

“more than untold pleasure to congratulate 
you upon your remarkable achievements.”

Archbishop’s Sound-Money Utterances 
Stir Up the Politicians, 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—Archbishop Ireland’s 
political declaration in favor of sound 
money has caused more pleasure at Repub- 
liean National Headquarters than any event 
since the Maine election. The official com- 
mentary on it was given out by Perry 
Heath, Chief of the Literary Bureau. Mr. 
Heath said: 

“Whatever Archpishop Ireland says is 
bound to carry with it a great deal of 
weight. This is due, not only to his high 
ecclesiastical position and his well-known 
learning, but more to his reputation for 
fairness and impartiality. He has demon- 
strated many times in past years that he is 
not a man to be swayed by partisan preju+ 
dices or selfish interests. He is known as 
a broad-minded man, capable of viewing 
questions from more than one side, and 
when he declares himself it is after mature 
thought and cons..eration. 

“It has been the practice of Archbishop 
Ireland to make some formal statement as 


to his political position in each Presidential 
campaign. In 1884 he declared in favor of 
James G. Blaine, and in 1888 he declared for 
Harrison. He always waits until a short 
time before the election, after the issues 
have all been thoroughly exploited, and 
the questions involved are squarely before

zen,” he continued, ‘“‘has reason to be 
proud of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Zion Church.

Had the Mayor worn white cot- 
ton gloves, he would not have surprised any 
one by getting up and saying, “ Mr. John 
Queen will now sing ‘ Sweet Kvelina. 

Many kinds of music have been heard in 
the hall that was the outcome of Mr. Car- 
negie’s redundant charity, but none s0 
heart-felt and earnest as that of these de- 
voted colored people. No one missed the 
mechanism of Wagner or the pathos of 
Mendelssohn. The musical part of the pro- 
gramme was most attractive, and the state- 
ly courtesy with which Mayor Strong in- 
troduced the colored women soloists should 
win him a reputation as a squire of dames. 

Sissieretta Jones, the ‘‘ Black Patti,’”’ sang, 
and was enthusiastically received, The 
Mayor led her out to acklowledge the trib- 
ute. A great bunch of white roses was 
passed up. The Mayor took it and handed 
it to the dusky diva with a bow that would 
have astonished Mr. Hedges and the other 
“boys”’ of his oftice. Mme. Marie Selika 
sang, and again Mayor Strong showed that 
the graceful demeanor of a carpet knight 
may be combined with the dignity insepara- 
ble from high office.

BOARD OF TRADE PROTESTS. 





Objects to the Abolishment of the 
North Side Street Bureau. 


At a meeting of the North Side Board 
of Trade last night tne proposed abolition 
of the Commissioner of Street Improvement 
of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards by the Greater New-York Charter 
Commission was made the subject of a 
vigorous resolution. <A _ special committee 
had been appointed to consider this matter, 
and ex-Judge J. C. Julius Langbein, as 
its Chairman, submitted the report last 
night. The report recommends “that the 
North Side Board of Trade call upon all 
public-spirited citizens of the north side, ir- 
respective of party, who have at heart 
the interests of the section of our city ly- 
ing north of the Harlem River, in such 
manner and by such means as this board 
may be advised, to unite with us in de- 
feating by any and all fair and honorable 
means the passage in the next Legislature 
of the proposed charter in the respects in- 
dicated.” 

The matter has also been taken up with 
the State Engineer, the Attorney General, 
the Mayor of New-York, and all the mem- 
bers of the commission individually. 

Action was also taken last night look- 
ing to securing a better approach to the 
Harlem River Bridge than that proposed 
by the Department of Public Works. The 
North Side Board of Trade wants the ap- 
proach to be made from Third Avenue, as 
the natural thoroughfare between the north 
and the south sides.

AN ANSWER TO HOWARD GOULD. 





The Yacht Racing Association Dis- 
claims Any Discourtesy. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—A meeting of the 
Yacht Racing Association was held this 
afternoon, at which was drafted the follow- 
ing reply to the letter addressed to the 
council of the association by Mr. Howard 
Gould, owner of the yacht Niagara, pro- 
testing against the action of the committee 
of the association in boarding and examin- 
ing the Niagara in May last in the absence 
of Mr. Gould and without giving him pre- 
vious notice of their intention: 

Sir: I am directed by the Council of the 
Yacht Racing Association to acknowledge 
the receipt of a letter from you dated Sept. 
28. I am to reply that the visit of their 
committee was made in the usual course, 
solely in consequence of the official meas- 
urer having in May, 1896, in the execution 
of his duty, reported to the Counci! that 
the yacht’s water tanks were constructed 
together in such a manner that they might 
oe used in shifting ballast. 

Notice of such visits is never given. The 
committee expected to find you on board, 
but hearing from the Captain that you had 
gone to London a few minutes previously, 
they requested permission to inspect the 
water tanks, which was readily given. 
Their observation confirmed the report of 
the measurer, and they recommended to 
you in writing that the tanks should be 
disconnected, at the same time expressly 
disclaiming any imputation that the tanks 
were actually put to improper use. 

The Council fail to perceive that any dis- 
courtesy was displayed toward you; cer- 
tainly none was intended. It is not neces- 
sarv to enter into discussion of the other 
points raised by your letter. As you have 
thought fit to make your grievance public 
it is proposed that this reply pass through 
the same channel, DIXON KEMP. 

The case of the Earl of Dunraven’s twen- 
ty-rater Audrey, which won the Dunraven 
Challenge Cup in the races held at Cal- 
shot under the auspices of the Castle Yacht 
Club on Aug. 10, and was disqualified by 
the Castle Club on the ground that the 
yacht was not qualified to race for a prize 
offered by ‘ther owner, was taken up and dis- 
posed of.

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MISS DICKERSON’S END STILL A 
DARK PUZZLE. 





She Disappeared Eighteen Days Ago, 
Yet She Had Been Dead Only One 
Day, a Doctor Says--No Marks on 
Her Body of Greater Violence 
than Brier Scratches—Odd Letter 
Received by a Kinsman Who Of- 


fered Rewards. 


The mystery surrounding the disappear- 
ance of Miss Grace Dickerson from her 
home, 1,341 Pacific Street, Brooklyn, Sept. 
22, has been partially solved by the finding 
of her body yesterday in Wykoff Swamp, 
mear Canarsie, L. I., by John Vaught, a bay- 


man, and L. Remsen Schenck, a carpenter, 
who were hunting. 

The body was lying directly across a 
path in a dense thicket of elderberry and 
blackberry bushes, and on the forest side 
of a ditch which separates the woods from 
@n open field. 

About five fect away was an opening lead- 
ing across the ditch and at the bottom of 
the ditch was a small plank which had 
been placed there to enable footmen to 
cross. The boay lay on one side, with the 
hands folded over the breast. Scratches 
were on the face and hands and bruises 
on the nose and left eye. There was a seal 
ring on one hand, but no other jewelry vis- 
ible. Her clothes were torn in a number of 
places. The hat which had been worn was 
lying about tweney feet up the path. A 
bustle was on the ground between the hat 
and the body. The clothing was not disar- 
ranged. 

The Police Inquiry. 


Schenck staid with the body and Vaught 
went to the Twenty-sixth Precinct Police 
Station, at Canarsie. Mounted Roundsman 
Grosbeck and Driver Murphy of the patrol- 
Wagon accompanied Vaught to where the 
corpse was. In the meanwhile Deputy 
Superintendent McKellar, Detectives Price 
and Reynolds, and Patrolmen Peto and 
Gardiner had been notified of the discovery, 
and while Roundsman Grosbeck was in- 
vestigating the surroundings the other po- 
licemen arrived. Men were sent in cvery 
direction to try and find a clue of foul play. 
Detective Price identified the body as that 
of Miss Dickerson. The clothing and seal 
ring, with a head of Mercury, corresponded 
injnutely with the description given of the 
missing woman’s clothing and ring, but a 
small cluster diamond ring and a silver 
chatelaine watch were not to be found. 
This created a suspicion of foul play, but 
upon a later examination the missing arti- 
cles were discovered secreted on the inside 
of the corset. There were no indications 
of a struggle, and the bruises were not re- 
garded by the police as sufficient to cause 
death, 

The body, which was limp, was removed 
to the station house. Dr. Boynton of Conk- 
lin Avenue made an examination. He said 
that life had not been extinct for more than 
twenty-four hours, if for that long. The 
bruises on the hands and face, the doctor 
said, were made by briers, and probably 
contact with a tree. 

Where had Miss Dickerson been since 
Sept. 22? The woods in which the body 
was fourd are not more than 200 yards 
wide, and it is not possible that Miss Dick- 
erson could have wandered through them 


fo. eighteen days without being seen by 
some one. There are a number of houses 


on either side of the woods, and two of 
them not more than 300 yards from the 
spot where the discovery was made. 


Rewards Had Been Offered. 


Miss Dickerson’s disappearance had been 
extensively advertised, and the _ entire 
country for miles around had been pla- 
carded ‘with a full description of the missing 
woman, giving details as to her dress and 
appearance, and offering a reward of $250 


for information leading to her safe return, 
and, if dead, $100, for the return of the 
body. 

An incident bearing on the theory of her 
death being within twenty-four hours be- 
fore the discovery of her body was related 
by Frank Dickerson of the firm ofDicker- 
son, Van Dusen & Co., 29 Cliff Street, this 
city, who is a cousin of Miss Dickerson, 
and the person by whom the reward was 
offered. He stated that on Oct. 3 Miss 
Anna Dickerson received a letter, of which 
the following is a copy: 


ati ‘October 3. 
This note is from a friend, who is 
mamed Mr. Richard, and do not worry 
about Mrs. G. Dickerson, for she is safe 


and all right, and in the lands of living, and 
also in good health to whom it may con- 
cern, and if you wish to reason, please an- 


ewer. 
Care J. J. Healy 
Tottenvill,

Accompanied by a Pinkerton man, Mr. 
Dickerson went to Tottenville. He had no 
difficulty in finding Mr. Healy, who is the 
proprietor of a hotel in the village, but 
neither he nor any one else there ever 
heard of Richard. 

Whether Richard had been harboring 
Miss Dickerson awaiting a larger reward, 
or whether the letter was the act of a 
practical joker, who had seen one of the 
placards which contained Miss Anna Dick- 
erson’s adaress, has not been ascertained.

Much of the property was 
unimproved, and their income was not re- 
garded by Miss Grace as sufficient to afford 
the comforts she had been accustomed to 
enjoy. This fact preyed upon her mind, 
and she acted queerly. 





Teacher Charged with Assault. 

O. H. Hoag, Principal of the Port Rich- 
mond Free School, Staten Island, was ar- 
rested yesterday morning on a charge of 
assault preferred against him by a scholar 
aged twelve, named Oliff Nelson. 

When the boy appeared in Justice Schutz- 
edorf’s court at Port Richmond yesterday 
morning he claimed Mr. Hoag had thrashed 
him with a pointer and exhibited marks on 


his neck and face, which he claimed had 
been thus inflicted.

DISCHARGED FREE-SILVER MEN. 


Attempt of a St. Louis Merchant to 
Influence the Election. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 12.—Twelve em- 
ployes of Crawford’s department store, who 
Were discharged last Saturday because they 
championed the free coinage of silver, held 
a meeting to-day. They decided to stand 
together and fight the case. Later the dis- 
charged employes went to the State Demo- 
cratic Headquarters, where they related 
the circumstances of their dismissal from 
the firm’s employ. They were referred to 
Attorney Jchnson for further action in the 
courts. Mr. Johnson declines to state what 
measures he will take until he has given 
the case a thorough study. 

The story told by the employes is this: 
Dugald Crawford, owner of one of the larg- 
est department stores in St. Louis, is an 
ardent advocate of the gold standard. Re- 
cently he caused a canvass of his employes 
to be made, and found many of them free- 
silver men. Saturday he called twelve 
heads of departments before him and told 
them they were no longer in his employ, 
explaining that he did not want any An- 
archists to breathe the air of his estab- 
lishment. 

“Spread the news throughout the city,” 
said Mr. Crawford; “let it be known as 


far and as near as you choose, that you 
are discharged because you are in favor of 
the free coinage of silver.’’ 

The labor unions took the matter up at 
their weekly meetings yesterday, and Mr. 
Crawford was denounced. 

Mr. Crawford is a very wealthy man, an 
ex-President of the Caledonian Society, and 
a leader in social and business life. 

Chairman Cook of the Democratic State 
Committee states that Mr. Crawford’s act 
comes within the offenses punishable by 
State law for ‘intimidating, coercing, or 
unduly influencing the choice of a voter.” 
A fund of $1,500 has been subscribed by two 
leading Democrats to prosecute the case. 











POSTMASTERS TOO ACTIVE. 


Participation in Politics Not Approved 
by the Department. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The Post Office 
Department has on file complaints against 
various Postmasters charged with taking 
too active a part in the campaign. 

A majority of the complaints were sent 
to the President by citizens, and in all of 
them it appeared that the officials were 
electioneering for Bryan and free silver. 
Early in the campaign Postmaster General 
Wilson sent to all Postmasters an order of 
the President, advising them not to become 
too active in politics. Recently a Michi- 
gan Postmaster was removed for not ob- 
serving this warning. 

The latest complaint received is against 
William 8s. Norwood, Postmaster at Titus- 
ville, Fla. No action has yet been taken 
against the late offenders, but it is possi- 
ble that Post Office Inspectors may be as- 
signed to investigate the charges against 
the most flagrant cases. 





A Rutgers Sophomore Hazed. 
NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., Oct. 12.—A 
sophomore in Rutgers College was hazed 
last night by the freshmen. The latter won 
the cane rush with the sophs this year, 
and since the victory have been celebrat- 
ing. They have subjected the sophs to 


many indignities, and the soph who was un- 
fortunate enough to fall into their clutches 
was taken to the Mile Kun Brook, was 
forced to wade in the water, compelled to 
sing, make speeches, and do everything 
commanded by the freshmen. Before they 
got through with him, his face was black-~ 
ened by applying small cobblestones that 
had been held to the gas flame, and then he 
was allowed to depart. The sophs threaten 
to get even.

Nobody can dispute the 
THOMAS F. BayarRpD of Delaware, 
our Ambassador in London, to speak for 
the Democratic Party of this country. 
For a generation he has been one of the 
ablest, upright, and

FATHER MATHEW.

happiness of his. native island. He was 
past forty when he began his crusade, 
and from the time he himself “ took the 
pledge,” in 1838, to his death, the in- 
terval was but eighteen years. But in 
this interval he really “converted” 
many thousands of drunkards, while 
those whom he saved from the tempta- 
tion to become drunkards were num- 
bered by hundreds of thousands, if not 
by millions. One statistical fact tells the 
story of his labors more forcibly than 
pages of description could. The revenue 
frem Irish spirits was reduced from 
x-,434,573 in 1839 to £852,418 in 1844. 
His converts were said to number “ near- 
ly half the adult population of Ireland.” 

This is a wonderful effect for one man 
to produce, a man, moreover, perhaps 
not very remarkable except for his sin- 
cere and active benevolence, his intense 
desire for human happiness, his intense 
horror of avoidable human misery. His 
method was that of personal appeal, of 
personal persuasion, and of personal ex- 
ample. The present method is different. 
It is no longer an appeal to the indi- 
vidual conscience to induce men to ab- 
stain from drink. It is an appeal to the 
law-making body to make it impossible 
for men to drink. In some communities 
this has ostensibly been done, but in 
them the futility of the process is rec- 
ognized and acknowledged by candid 
men, Contrast the great work done by 
one simple Irish priest for the reforma- 
tion of a people and the small work 
done by the modern societies and par- 
with 
their elaborate organization and appa- 
ratus. The contrast is not to the advan- 
tage of the Prohibitionists.

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND’S APPEAL. 

There are very few men in this country 
whose public utterances command more 
attention or exert more influence than 
those of the Archbishop of St. Paul. 
Among prelates of his own Church his po- 
sition is almost unique, being shared only 
by Cardinal GiBpBons. That is to say, he 
is recognized both within and without 
the communion of the Catholic Church 
as an American Catholic. On any point 
upon which American sentiment and 
Catholic interests seem to be opposed, we 
will not asert that the Archbishop is sure 
to take the American side, because that 
would attribute to him a prepossession 
that would much impair the impartiality 
and therefore the value of what he might 
say. But we can say that he is always 
sure to show a comprehension of the 
American side, and a sympathy with it, 
which mark him for a patriotic citizen, 
as well as a loyal churchman. 

The respect in which the Archbishop is 
held in his own diocese is attested by the 
fact that the public expression of his 
opinion on the political issue was not vol- 
unteered by him, but was elicited by a 
written request for it, signed by twenty- 
seven of the leading citizens of Minnesota 
and representing both political parties. 
Men of each party hoped of course that 
the reply would favor their own party, 
but men of either party are estopped 
from denying that tht Archbishop’s opin- 
ion carries weight by the fact that they 
have asked for it. In fact, the mere ex- 
pression of his opinion would be of great 
influence in the Northwest, and this 
weight of authority will be increased by 
the inherent force of the reasoning by 
which his opinion is supported. 

It is strange that anybody in Minne- 
sota should have expected or hoped for 
any other reply than that which has 
been returned. Archbishop IRELAND is 
not a political preacher, but he needs to 
make no apology for upholding the 
Highth Commandment when it is as- 
sailed and the assault upon it is justified 
by a political party and not by individ- 
ual criminals. Upon the money question 
he points out how contradictory are the 
contentions of the advocates of the free 
coinage of silver, and how perfectly with- 
out basis in reason or experience is their 
prediction that free coinage will raise 
the market price of the metal to the face 
value of the coins made of it. He shows, 
too, how surely the heaviest loss will fall 
upon the laboring classes, which are at 
the same time least able to’bear it and 
most confidently urged to do themselves 
an injury. Like a _ patriotic Amer- 
ican he rebukes the attempt of BRYAN 
and ALTGELD to array class against 
class, and the attempt of T1LLMAN to ar- 
ray section against section. "When finally 
he says that “the present agitation is 
the great test of universal suffrage and 
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some proportion of profit to the wheat 
grower.” 

In the consideration of all estimates of 
the world’s crop a wide margin for error 
Should be allowed. The estimates pre- 
pared in Vienna have commonly, we 
think, been regarded as the most trust- 
worthy. The London estimate, quoted 
above, is probably based upon our Gov- 
ernment's report concerning this year’s 
crop, a report which is quite misleading, 
as the official reports in this country 
have been for the last five or six years. 
But the current estimates and reports do 
not leave room for doubt as to a defi- 
ciency this year in certain exporting 
countries. We know that the crop in 
Russia—of late years the most formida- 
ble competitor of the United States in the 
Wuropean market—is notably deficient, 
that India is importing wheat from this 
country, and that the outlook in the 
wheat-growing countries of the southern 
temperate zone is not favorable. We are 
inclined to question, however, the sound- 
ness of the Corn Trade List’s opinion 
that “the era of abundance has been 
passed,” for the reduction of output this 
year appears to have been due chiefly to 
unfavorable weather rather than to any 
determination on the part of growers to 
increase prices by cutting down the 
acreage. 

Certain facts and tendencies should not 


be overlooked by our wheat growers. 


There are a great many agriculturists, 
especially in. Russia and Argentina, who 
can afford to sell wheat at low prices 
because their standard of living and 
their expenses are low; the completion 
of the Siberian Railroad and the emi- 
gration of Russians to the fertile dis- 
tricts through which that road will pass 
must add something to the wheat out- 
put; and certain countries in Western 
Europe have been stimulating and will 
continue to encourage the production of 
wheat by their own people. This “ pro- 
tective” tendency is indicated by the 
St. Petersburg report that there is an in- 
crease of 37,000,000 bushels this year in 
“the countries of consumption.” The 
prospect at present is, however, quite 
encouraging to our agriculturists, inas- 
much as prices have been rising while 
exports were increasing, the quantity 
shipped from our ports having been 
about 48,000,000 bushels since July 1, as 
against 31,000,000 in the corresponding 
weeks of last year. 








LABOR IN MEXICO. 


We suggested about two months ago 
that the workingmen of the United States 
should make an inquiry in Mexico, 
through the agency of representatives 
chosen by themselves, concerning the 
condition of labor in that country and the 
influence of the silver standard there 
upon wage earners. At that time prom- 
inent silverites were pointing to Mexico 
as a country in which the silver stand- 
ard had caused progress and prosperity. 

The workingmen of Chicago on Sept. 
11 sent to Mexico two delegates—PatT- 
RICK ENRIGHT and P. J. Maas—who have 
returned and submitted their report. 
One of these men was a Democrat and 
the other was a Republican. They now 
tell their associates that in Mexico the 
price of labor has fallen, while the cost 
of the necessaries of life has been in- 
creased. They inspected industries which 
were maintained by the labor of women 
and children who received from 18 to 25 
cents a day. They report that the daily 
wages of carpenters, painters, and stone- 
cutters range from 75 cents to $1.25, 
while much smaller payments are made 
to bricklayers, masons, plasterers, and 
teamsters. -The average for ‘‘ day labor- 
ers”? is reported to be 3714 cents. A dis- 
patch gives the following summary of 


that part of their statement which relates 


to the home life of the laborer: 


“ Mexicans’ whose capital is their muscle 
live more like cattle than human beings. 
In adobe houses, with primitive garb and 
practically no furnishings, they subsist on 
corn, chili peppers, and scant-diet, because 
the Mexican storekeeper has marked up 
prices beyond the reach of impoverished 
hands.”’ : 


All this was known to persons in this 
country who were familiar with the con- 


dition of the workingman in Mexico, but 


it seemed to us that the workingmen of 
this country should procure the facts 
through their own agents. We are con- 
fident that the information will have in 
their minds all the weight it should have 


at this time.

navigable channel through the Iron 
Gates of the Danube is an event not 
merely of commercial and industrial im*+ 
portance, but of great political signifi- 
eance. It marks the close of the Hun- 
garian millennial celebrations, which for 
six months have been demonstrating to 
the world the marvelous development of 
the Magyars. It also makes potent the 
alliance between the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire and the smaller States of the 
Balkan Peninsula, an alliance compelled 
by mutual interests and mutual dan- 
gers. As a result of these two charac- 
teristics, it is a distinct announcement 
to the world that the Eastern question, 
involving, as it does, the control of the 
Bosporus and Dardanelles, is a matter of 
vital concern to Southeastern Europe. 
Until within a few years the Hunga- 
rians have been very generally regard- 
ed as an 6xotic in Europe, somewhat 
less barbarous than the Turks, whose 
kin they are, but still not of the same 
standing as the Germans and Czechs, 
scarcely even on a par with the Slavs. 
The last six months have shown the 
incorrectness of this opinion. The great 
need of Hungary has been easy access 
for her products to the markets of the 
world. The Danube is her natural out- 
let, but the rapids of the Iron Gates have 
proved an almost insuperable obstacle. 








THE WORLD’S WHEAT OUTPUT. 


The report of the Consul General of 
the United States at St. Petersburg con- 
cerning the wheat output of the world this 
year shows what has been the causeof the 
recent increase of price here and abroad. 
His estimate is that the world’s crop in 
1896 falls short of the crop of 1895 by 
185,000,000 bushels. The exporting coun- 
tries outside of Europe, according to the 
statistics compiled at St. Petersburg, 
show a deficiency of 165,000,000; the de- 
crease in Russia is about 57,000,000; and 
the European countries which rely to 
some extent upon imports have harvest- 
ed crops exceeding those of last year by 
about 37,000,000 bushels. 

We invite attention to the following 
remarks in the London “Corn Trade 
List ” of the 2d inst., relating to the re- 
duction of supply: 


“ The real basis of returning confidence is 
to be found in the fact that the European 
crop is only about 1,408,000,000 bushels, 
compared with an average of 1,488,000,000 
bushels in the three bp tt years, and 
that the American and Indian crops com- 
bined show this year a yield of 640,000,000 
bushels, against an average in the four pre- 
vious years of 744,000,000 bushels. The era

gary sees the opportunity to take a most 
important place in the commercial world. 

It has long been evident, however, that 
the real value of the Danube waterway 
depended upon the outlet through the 
Bosporus and Dardanelles, and thus 
Hungary’s interests became identical 
with those of Rumania, Servia, and Bul- 
garia. Rumania has recognized this and 
been her constant ally. Servia and Bul- 
garia have known it, but under the press- 
ure of local influences and Russian in- 
trigue, their course has not been con- 
sistent. When it came to the point, how- 
ever, of sharing or not in what he knew 
was essential to the development of his 
country, King ALEXANDER joined heart- 
ily with Austria and Rumania. Bul- 
garia, it is noticeable, was absent, and 
the reason it is easy to understand. 
Prince FERDINAND cares above all things 
else for official recognition. He made up 
his mind that he must seek it at the 
hands of Russia, and therefore yielded so 
far as he could to Russian demanda 
Unfortunately for himself, fortunately 
for his country, the Bulgarians refused 
to go with him. The Russo-Bulgarian 
officers were not reinstated, and the 
Prince finds himself out of favor with 
his neighbors, while on no better foot- 
ing with Russia. The fact that of all 
the riparian States Bulgaria alone was 
not present is of the deepest significance. 

Whether definitely intended or not, the 
solemn ceremonial at Orsova is a notice 
to Europe that no one power can expect 
without opposition to hold the control 
over the outlet from the Black Sea to 
the Mediterranean. Ever since the Treaty 
of Paris in 1856 the Danubian question 
has been second in importance only to 
the Eastern question, of which indeed it 
is a part. No solution of the latter which 
does not include satisfactory terms for 
those most directly concerned in the for- 
mer can be allowed. Just at the time 
when the Czar’s visit to the capitals of 
Europe has given rise to all sorts of 
rumors and the talk is rife of an ar- 
rangement between Russia, France, and 
England for a definite solution of the 
Eastern question in which Austria is to 
be placated by the gift, perhaps, of Sa- 
lonica and the Valley of the Vardar, 
Austria has herself stepped forward and 
made it very manifest that no such ar- 
rangement can be acceptable to her. The 
status quo must be preserved or some 
solution found other than the practical 
closing of the mouths of the Danube by 
the only power whose preponderance in 
Europe involves danger to herself. She 
shows that in this she has the hearty 
support of the Hungarian people in the 
full vigor of their reawakened national- 
ity and of the Balkan States. Such an 
alliance is one by no means to be de- 
spised. 








WATSON, it seems, was not responsible 
for the article, *‘ No Watson, No Bryan,” 
published in The People’s Party Paper of 
Atlanta last week. He informs our neigh- 
bor The World that he resigned the edi- 
torship of that interesting organ soon 
after his nomination. “I have felt,” he 
writes, “the supreme importance of 
BRYAN’s election regardless of what 
might happen to either SEWALL or WAT- 
son.” This is fine, noble, self-sacrificing. 
But in order to make everybody feel 
pleasant and hopeful, he proceeds to say 
that the presence of the usurping SEw- 
ALL upon the ticket and the complica- 
tions about fusion in Kansas and Colo- 
rado “‘ endanger BRYAN’s success in other 
States.” 








Dispatches from Palm Beach, Fila., 
say that the steamer Dauntless procured 
from a special train at that place on 
Friday night the largest shipment of 
arms and ammunition which the Cuban 
insurgents have received from this coun- 
try, and was successful in getting away 
without interference on the part of the 
cruiser Newark and the revenue cutter 
Boutwell, which had been following her 
from point to point along the coast. In 
its account of this affair our neighbor, 
The Herald, says: 


“The Dauntless is owned by W. A. Bis- 
BEE of Jacksonville, who is a brother of 
the United States Collector at that port. 
It may also be stated that the Deputy Col- 
lector at Palm Beach, which is a_sub-sta- 
tion of the Key West Custom House, is 
away on his vacation.”’ 


The transfer of the arms and ammu- 
nition from the train to the steamer 
consumed five hours, and appears to 
have been regarded with much interest 
by a considerable number of persons 
whose vacations had been completed.

The candidacy of Mr. As- 
QUITH, which is the only other one men- 
tioned, seems to be due only to the per- 
sonal dislike for Sir W1LL1AM entertained 
by Lord Rosgsery. The political heir of 
Lord RosEeEBERY does not, however, come 
into a great estate.

The Evening Post publishes a special 
dispatch from Washington, which is evi- 
dently an attempt to screen Minister 
TERRELL from the criticisms that have 
been passed upon him and make him and 
the Turkish Government appear to as 
good advantage as possible. Some of the 
items are amusing. The dispatch refers 
to the pension of 1,200 piastres paid 
without request to the widow of Mr. 
Stupg, the American—it makes no 
difference that he was of German ori- 
gin. Twelve hundred piastres sounds 
large; it is really less than $50, a 
noble apology for an unprovoked 
murder! The correspondent makes not 
the slightest reference to what is in 
some respects the most serious case of 
all, the arrest and deportation of Mr. 
KNAPP, without even the forms of law 
and in violation of special pledges. As 
for the statement about bringing the 
murderers of Lenz to trial, it is not true. 
A few Armenians were seized and 
charged with the murder, but there was 
not the slightest evidence against them, 
and Mr. SACHTLEBEN left Erzeroum and 
gave up the contest, convinced that there 
was not the slightest use in pursuing it. 
Of all the men guilty of attacks on 
Americans, not a single one has been 
brought to trial. The question of indem- 
nity is important, but it doesn’t cost 
much to try and convict such men. The 
Turkish Government has not even tried 
to do that. y 








The trouble that is springing up between 
the two political parties cannot be seen so 
easily here in the East, but out in the West 
where I have been some time during the 
past month it is assuming a very alarming 
aspect.—Evangelist D, L. Moopy, in Car- 
negie Hall, Oct, 12. 


Mr. Moopy made this statement in ex- 
planation of his request that his hear- 
ers would “ pray for peace.”’ He referred, 
no doubt, te the sectional strife which 
unscrupulous politicians in the West and 
South are stirring up, as a last desper- 
ate reliance for the election of BRYAN. 
This sectional programme was an- 
nounced by TILLMAN at the Chicago Con- 
vention. The best way to prevent the exe- 
cution of it, and the most effective way 
to maintain peace, is to make the de- 
feat of Bryan so signal and exemplary 
that no politicians hereafter will dare to 
bring a sectional issue into a National 
campaign. 








The decision of Secretary of State 
PALMER, to allow the sound-money Dem- 
ocrats of this State to have a column on 
the official ballot under the name of the 
National Democratic Party and the em- 
blem of the ship, is on the safe side. 
Judge CLEMENT of Brooklyn has taken 
the same ground with reference to local 
nominations in the proceeding against 
the action of the Board of Elections, but 
his decision was announced as being pro 
forma and for the purpose of expediting 
a final adjudication by the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court. It was 
nevertheless a reversal of the action of 
the Board of Elections and gives the ad- 
vantage to the National Democracy, as 
its ticket will go on the ballot unless the 
final judgment excludes it, instead of 
being kept off until a final judgment 
can be obtained in its favor. 








The prohibitionists of Brooklyn, who 
contended in vain for the closing of sa- 
loons on Sunday in the City of Churches 
under the old excise law, suspended their 
crusade after the passage of the Raines 
law to see how that much-vaunted stat- 
ute was going to work. They seem to 
have found out, and now they are re- 
newing their crusade upon new lines. 
They find that “fake hotels” are flour- 
ishing and evading the Sunday restric- 
tion, but they also recognize the fact 
that the law was specially framed for 
this kind of evasion of what appeared to 
be its intent, and denounce the law as 
“the most gigantic scheme to protect the 
liquor traffic that has ever been made.” 
We have to make allowance for Dr. Funk 
and his ‘“ Prohibition League,” because 
they really wish to stop liquor selling en- 
tirely, not only on Sunday, but on other 
days, but there is no doubt that the 
Raines law was intended to increase sell- 
ing legally on Sunday and that it makes 
it difficult to prevent illegal selling. It is 
easy to evade the statute and difficult to 
enforce it.

——Stories apparently true about women 
who are actually fighting for Cuba continue 
to come from that island. A correspondent 
of The New-Orleans Times-Democrat says 
that on Oct. 3 a band of Amazonian war- 
riors, headed by Sefiorita MARTINA HER- 
NANDEZ PERDZ, attacked the village of 
Vueltas, in the Remedios district. Twelve 
Spanish soldiers on guard at the gate were 
surprised and killed. The women then rode 
through the place, cutting down nine other 
Spanish soldiers, who were 
front of a café. In the plaza they discov- 
ered nearly 200 Spaniards, who were 
charged. The Spaniards fired a volley, 
which killed thres of the women, and then 
fled to the barracks. The Amazons pur- 
sued the fleeing soldiers, slashing them with 
the machete, and killing eight, until they 
found refuge in the barracks. The women 
then looted several stores; and rode away 
singing the Cuban battle hymns. A year 
ago Sefiorita PEREZ was the fiancée of a 
Captain in the insurgent srmy. Her lover 
was captured by the Spaniards and cruelly 
put to death. Each of her companions has 
some such wrong to avenge. 





—-Senator GORMAN of Maryland told this 
in his speech at Laurel, that State, the 
other day: “I was over in New-York last 
week, and I met an active politician who 
had been misled one year ago by the cry 
for reform.

The State law pro- 
vides for the payment of a bounty of five- 
eighths of a cent per pound upon sugar 
manufactured in the State from beets, 
sorghum, or other sugar-ylelding plants 
grown in it, but no money can be paid upon 
Sugar produced from beets for which as 
much as $5 per ton has not been paid to 
the producer, nor upon sugar produced from 
beets raised by a manufacturer.

SERIOUS THREE HOURS’ BATTLE 
WITH THE REBEL FORCES. 





The Insurgents Dislodged Finally—A 
Brilliant Bayonet Charge by the 
Spanish Soldiers—Gen. Maceo 
Burned His Camp Before Retreat- 
ing—Fifteen of the Spaniards 
Killed and Many Wounded—Loss 
of the Rebels Not Known. 


HAVANA, Oct. 12.—Gen. Echague reports 
that on Oct. 8 his command had a serious 
encounter with the rebel forces, who held 
strong positions on the heights of Guaya- 
bitos. After a fight lasting three hcurs, 


the rebels were finally dislodged, despite 
their tenacious defense under the raking 
fire of the Spanish artillery and a brilliant 
bayonet charge by the Spaniards. 

Maceo, before retreating to Camito and 
Caiguanabo, burned his own camp and 
fired five cannon shots at the Spaniards 
without effect. The loss of the rebels is 
not known. The loss of the Spaniards was 
fifteen men killed and two Lieutenant Colo- 
nels, three Lieutenants, and ninety-three 
privates wounded with bullets and ma- 
chetes, and five men badly bruised. Gen. 
Echague had his wounded conveyed to San 
Diego. 

Col, Molina has had an engagement which 
resulted in his repulsing the insurgents, 
who were advancing from the east bor- 
der of the Province of Matanzas. 

It is officially stated that Major Fende- 
viela’s command has had a fight with the 
rebels under Valencia near Banos del Botic- 
ario, Province of Havana. The rebels were 
defeated with a loss of nineteen killed. The 
Spanish loss was two wounded. Advices 
from other than official sources are to the 
effect that this reported Spanish victory is 
similar to other “‘ engasements,"’ where un- 
armed men were killed by the troops 

There are rumors here of an engagement 
near Esperanza, Province of Santa Clara, 
between !oyal troops and rebel forces from 
the East under Rati or Mayia Rodriguez. 

The rebel leader Aniceto Hernandez has 
heen condemned to death by a court-martial 
at Cienfuegos. 





LADY SCOTT TO BE TRIED. 


Held in the Bow Street Police Court 
on Charges by Earl Russell. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—Lady Tina Scott, the 
mother of Countess Russell, who was ar- 
rested on Friday and arraigned on Satur- 
day at the instance of her son-in-law, Earl 
Russell, who charged her with criminal li- 
bel, was again arraigned in the Bow Street 
Police Court to-day. The courtroom was 
crowded with spectators, many of whom 
move in the highest circles. 

A bookseller named Carrez was called to 
the witness stand, and testified that a Mrs. 
Franklin, who was conducting a massage 
establishment in the rooms above his shop, 
in Cranbourne Street, summoned him up 
stairs in August last and introduced him to 
Lady Scott as her (Mrs. Franklin’s) sister. 
Lady Scott paid him a sum of money to ar- 
range for the printing and distributing 
among the members of the House of Lords, 
the House of Commons, the London news- 
papers, clubs, &c., of a pamphlet contain- 
ing libelous matter, which was signed by 
Cockerion and Kast, who also were ar- 
rested, arraigned, and remanded in_ con- 
nection with this case on Saturday, and also 
by one Aylott, who is now a fugitive, hav- 
ing fled to Algiers to escape arrest. 

Mr. Charles Matthews, counse! for the 
prosecution, said that Kast had endeav- 
ored to bring an action against Earl Rus- 
sell in the Winchester Court on Friday, in- 
tending to accuse his lordship of having 
been guilty of serious misconduct in Win- 
chester in 188, but at the last moment he 
slunk away, allowing the case to be with- 
drawn upon technical grounds. Two hours 
later, Mr. Matthews said, warrants for the 
arrest of Lady Scott and Kast and his ac- 
complice, Cockerton, were obtained, 

Lady Scott and the other defendants, 
Frederick Kast, a groom, and John Cock- 
erton, a marine engineer, were committed 
for trial in the Criminal Court, Old Bailey, 
under the same bonds as were imposed upon 
them on Saturday—£2,000 for Lady Scott 
and £500 each for Kast and Cockerton, 





THE SOCIALIST CONGRESS. 


The Party Leaders Assailed Vigorous- 
ly by the Delegates, 


GOTHA, Oct. 12.—-The annual congress of 
the German Socialist Party was formally 
opened at Sieblichen, near this city, to-day. 
Three hundred delegates were present, in- 
cluding many women. Herr Singer, one of 
the Socialist leaders in the Reichstag, was 
elected President of the congress, and Herr 
Bock, Socialist Deputy for Gotha, Vice 
President. 

After the congress was opened by Herr 
Singer, the order of business was an- 
mounced. The affairs of the Socialist press 
were discussed with much warmth. Some 
of the reproaches which had been cast upon 
the conduct of the literary department of 
the organization were found to be justified, 
and the great deficiency of suitable men to 
conduct the Socialistic journals was admit- 
ted. Several speakers declared that too 
many injudicious new enterprises in the 
way of newspapers had been inaugurated. 

The showing of incoming funds was ad- 
mitted to be very favorable from the party 
institutions and members’ fees. The con- 


gress rejected Herr Meister’s brief report 
Setting forth that the high prices charge- 
able to the maintenance of the Vorwirt’s 
printing establishment were justified. The 
party leaders were assailed in lively fashion 
for not having sufficiently devoted them- 
selves to agitation, and there were few 
speakers outside of the leaders themselves 
temerarious enough to defend them. 





THE QUEEN’S GREAT SORROW. 


A Message of Sympathy to the Widow 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

LONDON, Oct. 12.—The Queen has sent 
the following message to the widow of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, who died in the 
rectory of the Hawarden Church yesterday 
after having been stricken with apoplexy 
while attending the morning service in that 
ehurch. 

“I em stunned by the awful news. My 
heart bleeds for you, but my own sorrow is 
great. I was so fond of the dear, kind, 
excellent Archbishop.” 

The Court Circular expresses the grief 
of her Majesty, and says that she feels that 
the country has sustained a serious loss by 
the death of the eminent primate, while she 
has lost a friend for whom she had strong 
regard and affection, 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, the 


Duke and Duchess of York, other members 
of the royal family, and all the eminent men 
in the kingdom have sent messages of 
sympathy to Mrs. Benson, the widow of the 
Archbishop. 

It is probable that the burial will take 
place on Friday. 





A GERMAN COMPOSER DEAD. 


Whe Career of Herr Bruckner, a Fol- 
lower of Wagner. 
VIENNA, Oct. 12.—Herr Bruckner, the 
celebrated musical composer, is dead. 





Anton Bruckner, who has been known as 
one of the “Little Masters” of German 
music, was b®rn at Ansfelten, in Upper 
Austria, Sept. 4, 1824. His father was a 
village schoolmaster, who gave him his first 





lessons in music, ‘When twelve years old, 
Anton obtained a good berth as a chor- 
ister in the Jesuit College of St. Florian at 
Kalksburg. Here his musical education 
was well advanced. When seventeen years 
old he was appointed schoolteacher at 
Windhag, and he eked out his salary of 
two florins a month by playing dance music 
at weddings. After an era of vicissitudes 
he was appointed principal organist at 
Kalksburg, and from this time date many 
compositions. Later, at Vienna, he was 
a pupil of Sechter. He studied there until 
1861, while cathedral organist ut Lenz, 
where, in 1864, his first .ymphony was 
played. He became Court organist in 1868. 


In 1890 the Upper Austrian Landtag gave 
Bruckner a pension of 400 giilden, and in 
1891 he was made Doctor of Phiiosophy hon- 
oris causa by the Vienna University. 

Bruckner produced eight symphonies. He 
openly avowed allegianve to e cause of 
Wagner music, and first attracted no- 
tice by his extraordinary facility of im- 
provisation., 





ITALY DEMANDS INDEMNITY 


For the Killing of an Tialian Subject 
in Constantinople, { 


ROME, Oct. 12.—The Italian Government 
has addressed a peremptory note to the 
Porte in reference to a young Italian sub- 
ject who was murdered in the recent massa- 
cres in Constantinople. The note says that 
the young man was beaten on the head and 
felled to the ground by a man in Turkish 
uniform, who continued to cudgel his pros- 
trate victim until he had killed him, 

The similarity of the case to that of Fa- 
ther Salvatore, the Italian priest who was 
murdered by Turkish troops in a convent, 
at Yenikale, in 1895, the note says, justi- 
fies the assertions that were made in the 
recent collective note addressed to the Porte 
by the six European Embassies at Constan- 
tinople. The note concludes by demanding 


the punishment of the guilty persons, and 
the payment of indemnity for the murder 
of an Italian subject. 





BERLIN, Oct. 12.—The Lokal Anzeiger 
has a dispatch from Constantinople saying 
that the anti-Sultan movement among the 
softas (theological students) is growing. 
They have circulated another revolutioaary 
proclamation. 

The dispatch adds that Nehmet Pasha, an 
imperiai aide, was shot yesterday at the 
Yildiz Palace on suspicion that he was im- 
plicated in the Young Turkey agitation. 

Persistent stories are in circulation to the 
effect that carts loaded with corpses emerge 
at night from the Central Prison and hurry 


off in the direction of the Bosporus, These 
victims are supposed to be Young Turks. 
French divers are refusing to work in the 


Bogperus owing to the horrible collection 
of corpses that they mget while pursuing 
their labors under water. 

In an incerview Tewfik Pasha, the For- 
eign Minister, gave in detail the reforms 
that the Sultan proposes to apply to the 
whole empire. He said that the great ex- 
pense entailed by these reforms would be 
met by granting new monopolies if the 
powers will give their consent. With these 
and peace Turkey, he added, would sur- 
mount her financia) troubles. In_ conclu- 
sion Tewfik Pasha declared that the Gov- 
ernment was resolved to continue the con- 
struction of the Asiatic Railway to Bagdad, 
thus opening up the resources of Anatolia 
and providing an overland route to India. 





TYNAN WILL BE RELEASED. 
It Is Thought He Will Sail for This 
Country by the First Steamer. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12,—Ambassador 
Eustis in a ecablegram this morning in- 
forms the Secretary of State that P. J. P. 
Tynan, the American suspect whose extra- 


dition Great Britain asked, will be released. 
It is thought that Tynan will sail for 
America by the first steamer. 





Russian Precautions at Sebastopol. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—The Daily Graphic 
will to-morrow publish a dispatch from Se- 
bastopol, saying that Russia is continuing 
her preparations for an emergency. The 
local military and naval forces at Sebas- 
topol, Odessa, and Batoum have been mo- 
bilized. Gen. Bobrikoff, Chief of the War 
Office Staff, recently arrived at Sebastopol, 
and has held important conferences with 
the local commanders. He has inspected 
the garrison and arsenal, and has picked 
out a company of sub-marine engineers, 
who have been ordered to hold themselves 
in readiness to immediately embark upon a 
gunboat. This gunboat is already loaded 
with mines, shslls, and torpedoes. The 
interior garrisons in Poland, Taurida, and 
the Caucasus have received orders to be 
in readiness at a moment’s notice to board 
special trains for ports on the Euxine, 


Mrs. Castie Examined. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—For purposes of evi- 
dence, the Government mental expert, Dr. 
Savage, has examined Mrs. Castle, the 
American lady who, with her husband, Mr. 
W. M. Castle of San Francisco, is confined 
in Holloway Jail awaiting examination in 
the Great Marlborough Street Police Court 


to-morrow upon a charge of stealing a 
number of valuable furs. ‘The result of 
the examination is not made public, but if 
Mrs. Castle is committed for trial expert 
evidence in her favor will be obtained from 
San Francisco, 


Stocks in London Flat. 


LONDON, Oct, 12.—The Stock Exchange 
market was flat to-day, with a sharp fall 
in prices. The Globe, in its financial arti- 
cle, says that the markets are under the 
influence of the money scare. New business 


is scarce, and sales are being made in view 
of the settlement to-morrow. Home rail- 
way shares have mostly fallen 144. Foreign 
securities are heavy, and American railroad 
stocks weak. 





Condition of Prince Bismarck. 


BERLIN, Oct. 12.—Advices from Frie- 
drichsruh say that Prince Bismarck is able 
to drive in the Sachenwald from 5 to 6 
o’clock in the afternoon on fine days.

LONDON, Oct. 12.—The Bank of England 
had £100,000 gold withdrawn to-day for 
shipment to the United States.

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Justice Clement Against the Name Na- 
tional Democratic Party. 


Justice Clement, in the Supreme Court, in 
Brooklyn, yesterday handed down an opin- 
ion sustaining the action of the Board of 
Elections, which refused to receive the cer- 
tificate of nomination of Everett Greene, 
named for the Assembly by the National 
Democratic Party, on the ground that the 
party’s name was substantially the same as 
that of the Democratic Party and was cal- 
culated to mislead voters. 

Justice Clement’s opinion says that the 
pariy heretofore known as the Democratic 
Party Reform Organization has the right 
to make nominations for offices and also has 
the right to have its ticket printed on the 
Official ballot, but that it has no right to in- 
fringe on the title of the older Democratic 
organization. The opinion says, among 
other tnings: 

“It is a well-known fact that, since the 
adoption of the system requiring the voter 
to prepare his ticket in the booth, many 
men of intelligence have become confused 
and could with difficulty prepare the same. 
I refer to this for the purpose of showing 
that a name of a political party which, 
under crdinary circumstances, weuld be 
plain and easily understood, might mislead 
a voter in the booth. On the question of 
similarity of names, I cannot take into ac- 
count the fact that there are devices on the 
ballots. The law requires the name of the 


party to be printed on the ballot as an addi- 
tional notice to the voter. 

“The Democratic Party is National, and 
in referring to it that word may properly 
be used as an attribute. This question 
seems to me to be partially a question of 
fact, and I conclude that the use of the 
word National in the ballot is not a suffi- 
cient designation under the election law to 
distinguish the party known as the Demo- 
cratic Party Reform Organization from 
that known as the Democratic Party. The 
question I have to decide is very close, and 
my decision has to be rendered hurriedly. 
I conclude that the name National Demo- 
cratic Party is, within the spirit of the elec- 
tion law, substantially the same as the 
name Democratic Party.” 

The formal order based on the decision 
Was entered in the office of the County 
Clerk, and a notice of appeal to the Ap- 
pellate Division, in accordance with the 
Justice’s suggestion, was filed. On motion 
of Corporation Counsel Burr, an order was 
made giving the matter preference over all 
other business, and setting the argument 
on the appeal for to-day. The Justices 
composing the Appellate Division now in 
session, are Justices Brown, Cullen, Bart- 
lett, Bradley. and Hatch. 

John C. Sheehan said yesterday, in speak- 
ing of Judge Clements’s decision: ‘I felt 
confident that he would refuse to allow the 
name ‘ National Democratic Party’ to go 
upon the ticket. We now propose to try and 
stop the use of the name ‘ Democratic Party 
Reform Organization.” We contend that 
this is also an infringement of our rights.” 

Chairman Danforth of the Popocrats said: 
“In my opinion Judge Clement could have 
arrived at no other decision. We will now 

roceed in the case of the State ticket with 
hat decision as a precedent. do not 
know as yet what we will do about the 
other name, ‘The Democratic Party Re- 
form Organization,’ but our legal advisers 
are looking that up carefully.”’ 

Calvin J. Huson, Secretary of the State 
Committee, said: ‘“‘In my opinion the fight 
will be carried on against the use of the 
name ‘ Democratic Party Reform Organiza- 
tion’ as well as against the name ‘The 
National Democratic Party.’ ”’ 





BYNUM ON THE OUTLOOK. 


Speaks Confidently of Republican Suc- 
cess in Important States. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 12.—W. D. 
Bynum, Chairman of the National Demo- 
cratic Committee, takes a far more hope- 
ful view of the political situation than he 
did a week ago. His present view, he says, 
is based on returns received from National 
Democratic workers in the Middle West. 
Mr. Bynum insists that the only uncer- 
tainty in this campaign is as to how the 
old-line Democrats will vote. 

“Republicans,” said Mr. Bynum, “are 
claiming Michigan and Indiana by 50,000, 
but I should place the pluralities in these 
two States at 10,000. Illinois, lowa, and 
Wisconsin are undoubtedly safe for McKin- 
ley. I consider Kansas and Nebraska still 


doubtful, but the indications point to a vic- 
tory in both for McKinley. We are fight- 
ing just as hard in Kansas and Nebraska 
as in Indiana and Michigan, 

“Kentucky I consider beyond all question 
as going for McKinley. The Palmer and 
Buckner ticket will poll its largest vote in 
Kentucky.” 


Two Million National Democrats. 


DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 12.—Gen. Palmer, 
the National Democratic candidate for 
President, in an interview here to-day, said 
that he felt assured that 2,000,000 Demo- 
crats would support the National Demo- 
cratic ticket, and believed that a great old- 
time Democratic Party would be in the field 
four years from now. 

Gen. Buckner said the National Demo- 
eratic ticket would carry Alabama and 
Florida and probably Louisiana and parts 
of Texas. 

The Indianapolis candidates made speeches 
— ceed and this evening left for Cin- 
cinnati. 





No Ellis Island Immorality, 


Dr. Joseph H. Senner, Commissioner of 
Immigration, issued a statement yesterday 
regarding the investigation of alleged im- 
morality at the Immigration Bureau on 
Ellis Island. The facts, he said, were as 
follows: ‘‘ The night force, being composed 
of Government employes and the railroad 
department men stationed here to watch 
the baggage of immigrants bound for rail- 
road points, had become involved in a num- 
ber of personal quarrels, so that considera- 
ble bitter feeling existed between the two 
branches of night watchmen. It seems that 
about four weeks ago the watchman in 
charge of the Government force on the isl- 
and assaulted one of the railroad watch- 
men, which assault had been reported, re- 
sulting in an investigation which found the 
United States watchman guilty. Counter 
charges were then made, in which all man- 
ner of irregularities were charged to the 
railroad department. The matter was care- 
fully and calmly considered, and evidence 
from every available source obtained, from 
which Dr. Senner was reluctantly com- 
pelled to decide that the charges made by 
his watchmen were without foundation and 
actuated by motives of revenge. The mat- 
ter has been fully reported to the authori- 
ties in Washington.” 





Sent from a Hospital Dying. 


Thomas R. Connor, thirty years old, a 
horseshoer living at the Hmpire House, 
corner of Sixty-third Street and Boule- 
vard, was transferred from the Harlem 
Hospital last evening to Bellevue Hospital. 
Dr. Rockwell of the Harlem Hospital ac- 
companied him and reported the case as 
that of alcoholism to Dr. Pascal, the phy- 
sician that took charge of Connor at Belle- 
vue Hospital. When Connor was removed 


from the transfer ambulance to the recep- 
tion room he was ey gs his last, and 
died on the elevator. Dr. Baird, who has 
charge of the ward, pronounced the case 
one of inexcusable brutality.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 
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ARCHIBALD CLAVERING GUNTER 
WROTE AND PRODUCED IT. 





A Wearisome and Debilitating Night 
at Hoyt’s Theatre—All Decent 
Folks Need Know About “A 
Florida Enchantment” — “ The 
Cherry Pickers ” at the Fourteenth 
Street Theatre—Peter F. Dailey in 
“ A Good Thing ” at the Casino. 


What is needed now at Hoyt’s Theatre 
is not criticism, but chloride of lime. Mr. 
Hoyt was seen leaving the theatre after the 
first act of the play last night, bearing an 
unusually grave countenance. He had with 
him in his box, too, a physician who is 


famed, in this city, as a stanch advocate 
of Listerism. But, even thus fortified, Mr. 
Hoyt could not stand the wit, humor, ro- 
mance, and “enchantment” of Archibald 
Clavering Gunter. 

If Mr. Hoyt had made up his mind, after 
the first act, that “A Florida Enchant- 
ment’’ was the worst play ever produced 
in New-York, he had decided wisely, if 
quickly. Others who were forced to wait 
and see more of it will uphold him. The- 
atricals have never before sunk quite so 
low in New-York—on a decent stage—and it 
is a pity that Mr. Hoyt should have to 
bear his share of the shame because of his 
carelessness. Of course, he ought to have 
known what Gunter was going to do with 
his theatre before he let him use it. He 
cannot fairly assert his irresponsibility, for 
the theatre bears his name, and his name 
has drawing power. ’ 

“A Florida Enchantment” is not only 
vile stuff—it is unutterably stupid. There 
is not one witty line in its dialogue. There 
is not one reasonably ingenious situation. 
The hoarse laughter of the audience which 
mocked it last night was not once impelled 
by any display of humor on Mr. Gunter’s 
part, but by the vulgar audacity which was 
shown in the submission of such stupidity 
to public ridicule, 

If the author fancies that his audacity is 
going to draw the paying public in large 
numbers he is sadly mistaken. Probably 
Mr. Hoyt will close his theatre and put Mr. 
Gunter and the men and women employed 
by Mr. Gunter, who call themselves actors, 
out of it. If he does not there is danger 
that Mr. Anthony Comstock may be stirred 
up by the newspaper notices of the thing 
and start in to advertise it. 

There is no real need of Mr. Comstock’s 
interference. While there are a few of the 
most indecent ideas in the p-*<e that mortal 
man has ever tried to communicate to his 
fellow-beings, the manner of the playwright 
is so bungling that none but very sophis- 
ticated persons catch his drift. Indeed, 
these were not the things, generally, that 
called out the guffaws of the mocker$ last 
night. They laughed more at the play’s 
ineptness and the wretchedly bad acting, 
which was devoid of any merit whatever. 

A few of the old stagers, who saw what 
Gunter was aiming at, reflected that Pilar 
Morin and Hope Booth were outdone, and 
that their memories of ‘“‘ La Timbale d@’Ar- 
gent,” with Aimée and Debeer, at the old 
Lyceum Theatre, on West Fourteenth 
Street, were overshadowed at last. That 
French operetta by Vasseur, and the first 
performance in English of ‘La Marjo- 
laine’”’ by the Soldene Company, were 
thought, hitherto, to be the nastiest things 
theatrical ever inflicted on New-York. But 
Gunter aims to outdo them, and fails only 
because his knowledge of stagecraft is 
scarcely superior to his knowledge of the 
English language. 

The story he tries to tell is of a fool of a 
woman who finds a magic seed that will 
transform her into a man and swallows it. 
Thereafter she says ‘“‘dam,’”’ smokes a cig- 


arette, and makes violent love to girls. A 
darky maid servant is similarly trans- 
formed, and some of the so-called men in 
the play are changed into women. 

Sensible folks in the wearied and disgust- 
ed audience yearned for some kind of a 
magic seed that would transform an inept, 
ill-equipped writer into a dramatist. 

Marie Jansen must have been hard put 
to it when she accepted the part of the 
transformed woman. She has no fitness 
for it. Dan Collyer could neither sing nor 
act, and no intelligible acting was done by 
any of the others,

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“A GOOD THING” OF ITS KIND. 


At Least the New Casino Piece Ex- 
cited a Lot of Laughter. 


Conscience probably told nine-tenths of 
the people who went to the Casino last 
night that the performance they saw was 
unworthy of attention from any reasoning 
being, and it is equally probable that every 
one of the nine-tenths admitted the accura- 
cy of the statement. None the less did the 
gathered multitude sit out the three long 
acts to the very end, and none the less did 
practically every member of it indulge in 
laughter which, though a bit reluctant and 
deprecatory, was almost constant and with- 
out a doubt sincere, Therefore it becomes 
a matter of necessity, just for the sake of 
truth and incidental facts, to proclaim that 
“A Good Thing’’ accomplished the object 
for which it has been constructed, and was 
a technical success. For the moment, that 
is. To assert that it will succeed would be 
quite another thing, and the very possibili- 
ty of such a phenomenon is calculated pain- 
fully to shock all serious-minded observers 
of affairs dramatic. 

The best joke, perhaps the only real one, 

with which Mr. John J, McNally, the “ au- 
thor” of ‘‘ A Good Thing,’’ has endowed his 
hodgepodge of monkeyshines and music is 
the assertion on the programme that it is 
a farce. The calm mendacity of this is 
truly amusing, and, likely enough, it was 
appreciation of that fact which put the au- 
dience into a good-humored mood and en- 
abled them actually to enjoy a lot of dia- 
logue much more nearly imbecile than 
absurd. . And yet it was dialogue not with- 
out a queer kind of merit, and, though quite 
destitute of meaning, so adroitly was that 
characteristic brought out and emphasized 
that at last a hearer found himself amused 
exactly as he does when he reads the crazy 
verses in The Lark. 
Mr. Peter F. Dailey, the “star” of “A 
Good Thing,” is a weighty person whose 
modest prominence in the farce-comedy 
world is somewhat mystifying, but he 
spoke his vacuous lines with speed and 
skill enough to save them, most of the 
time, from being tiresome, and in several 
grotesque disguises he was even more suc- 
cessful. Most prominent in the supporting 
company was Miss Flora Irwin, who has 
artistic moments, and who could, if kinder 
fates would give her a chance, really act 
real parts of a certain kind. James T. 
Keily, Charles J, Stine, Miss Ollie Bvansg, 
and Miss Agnes Milton were also intrusted 
with speaking roles of some length, and 
met, no doubt, such requirements as the 
writer of them had in mind. 

It is not the acting, but the singing, in 
“ Good Thing” that deserves approval. 
Much of it was really very good, as such 
singing goes. Notable amo these lyrics 
was one entitled Sweet ittle Rosey 
Posey,” in which a young woman named 
ang > qo . small but Sores 
ble hit. rs eserve mention were

A Picturesque New Melodrama Effect- 
ively Acted, 


Viceroys, Begums, Rajahs, the Akoond 
of Swat, Indian servants, and British sol- 
diers give gorgeous coloring to ‘‘ The Cher- 
ry Pickers,” a play by Joseph Arthur, 
produced for the first time at the Four- 
teenth Street Theatre last night. 

It has the familiar military melodramat- 
ic plot of a designing superior officer and 
a@ subaltern who has won the object of the 
superiors affections, subjected to Anglo- 
Indian military life. 

The four acts abound in the melodramat- 
ic climax, not always smoothly worked up 
to. However, the finale of the third act, 
where the hero is saved from being blown 
to pieces at the mouth of a cannon, is 
strong.

This agreement applies to 
all tires sold by us after Sept. 1, 1896, and 
exphes Feb. 1, 1808. This agreement doeg’ 
not apply to tires into which any so-called 
anti-leak preparation has been introduced.”:

The Long Pension Case Likely to be 
‘Dismissed—The Calendar. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States reconvened to- 
day, with a full bench present. There were 
the usual number of applicants for admis- 
sion to the bar of the court, whose claims 
were duly passed upon. After these and 
other formal matters had been disposed of, 
the court, without announcing any de- 
cisions or transacting any further business, 
adjourned to pay its respects to the Presi- 
dent at the White House. The jurists were 
accompanied to the Executive Mansion by 
Attorney General Harmon and _ Solicitor 
General Conrad. Their greeting by the 
President was cordial, but beyond the in- 
terchange of vacation reminiscences and 
personal good wishes, nothing of public in- 
terest occurred at the reception. 

Among the motions to be submitted to- 
morrow is one by Solicitor General Con- 
rad to dismiss the famous case of Long vs. 
Lochren. This was a suit by Judge Long 


of the Michigan Supreme Court fer a writ 
of mandamus against Pension Commission- 
er Lochren to compel him to restore the 
rate of pension granted him by a former 
Commissioner—$72 a month—which Lochren 
had reduced to $50. The case was fought 
through the District courts, the judgment 
in each case being adverse to Long. The 
ground upon which the Solicitor General 
bases his motion to dismiss is that the de- 
fendant, Lochren, having resigned his office 
as Commissioner of Pensions, the proceed- 
ing abates. Judge Long’s attorney in the 
case, F. A. Baker, is managing the Demo- 
cratic campaign in his State, and up to 
this afternoon had filed no brief in_re- 
sponse to the motion of the Solicitor Gen- 
eral. No doubt is felt that the motion to 
dismiss will prevail.

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HARD EXPERIENCE OF WHALERS 





Deaths, a Mutiny, and a Duel Report- 
ed by the Arctic Fleet, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—The first 
news from the whaling fleet in the artic 
was brought in by the steam tender Jen- 
nie, which arrived in a dilapidated condition 
with 59,600 pounds of bone for the Pacific 
Whaling Company. It is a story of deaths, 
desertions, fighting, a duel, mutiny, and, 
to crown all, a poor catch. The entire fleet 
took only sixty-three whales. 

The crew of the Baylies mutinied in the 
Sea of Okotsk, and the master was obliged 
to surrender the ship, which was headed’ 
for home at once. 

Capt. Mason of the Jennie reports that 
last Winter was the most severe ever ex- 
perienced in the arctics, and the Summer 
was correspondingly cold. The men suf- 
fered terribly, and desertions from the fleet 
at the mouth of the McKenzie River were 
frequent. There was a general exodus at 
one time, and five men out of the crowd 
got away. They have not been heard 
from since. The others were brought up 
when a shower of bullets came after them 
from the pursuing officers. One of the fugi- 
—_— was wounded, but afterward recov- 
ered. 

Among those who died during the Win- 
ter were William Mosher, second mate of 
the bark John and Winthrop; Harry Will- 
iams, cabin boy of the bark Wanderer, and 
James Leary, second mate of the steamer 
Belvidere. 

There was a sanguinary encounter on the 
steamer Balaena during the Winter. Chief 
Officer H. Bowen and Second Mate 
Frank Jones quarreled. It was patched up 
for a time, but finally the trouble broke out 
again, and the men came to blows. Then 
a duel on the ice was arranged, and Jones 
was mortally wounded. He died a few 
hours later, and was buried at Herschel 
Island. Bowen is under arrest, and will 
be brought to San Francisco for trial. The 
Balaena and Grampus wintered in Franklin 
Bay, and the former reported four deaths 
and the latter two deaths. Both ships got 
to Herschel on Aug. 29, and it was their in- 
tention to return about Sept. 1. The 
Grampus, however, may remain in the arc- 
tic for another season. 

Private advices received by General Man- 
ager Griffith of the Pacific Mailing Com- 
pany state that_the Fearless, Newport, 
Mary D. Hume, Jessie H. Freeman, Wan- 
derer, and Grampus will probably winter 
off the mouth of the McKenzie River this 
year. : 

Last Winter there were sixteen vessels al- 
together in the ice, but next season there 
will be only half a dozen to chase the 
whales when the ice breaks up. 





HIS RESIGNATION ACCEPTED. 





Consul Smith Would Probably Have 
Been Dismissed at All Events. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—On Friday last 
the Democratic Campaign Committee gave 
publicity to a letter of resignation from 
Henry Clay Smith, a _ colored citizen 
of Georgia, appointed from Alabama as Con- 
sul at Santos, Brazil, by transfer from 
Tamatave, Madagascar, where another col- 
ored Consul (Mr. Waller) had got into 
trouble with the French authorities. In this 
letter Consul Smith declared that his con- 
science would not longer permit him to stay 
out of the campaign on behalf of the Chi- 
cago ticket, and he therefore resigned. 

When this letter appeared, Secretary Ol- 
ney, on the evening of the same day, ad- 
dressed to Mr. Smith, who had been called 
back to Washington by the State Depart- 
ment, the following letter: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9. 
Mr. Henry Clay Smith, 503% D Street, N. 
W., Washington, D. C.: 

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of a registered letter of the 8th inst. 
addressed to the President, and by him re- 
eeived in due course of mail on the after- 
noon of the 9th, the material contents of 
which, however, appeared in at least one 
Washington paper on the evening of the 
8th. In it you tender your resignation of 
the office of Consul of the United States 
at Santes, Brazil. 

It is not deemed a violent assumption that 
your resignation is tendered in well-ground- 
ed anticipation of the probable action of 
the President upon numerous charges of 
personal and official misconduct, some of 
which have been on file in this depart- 
ment for a considerable period, all of which 
have been called to your attention, and 
none of which have you either refuted or 
satisfactorily explained. 

As, however, the acceptance of your res- 
ignation by relieving the public service of 
the injurious consequences of your connec- 
tion with it, answers practically all the pur- 
poses that could be accomplished by your 
dismissal, I am directed by the President 
to notify you that your resignation is ac-

QUAY’S SWEEPING CLAIM 





GIVES McKINLEY AT LEAST 270 
ELECTORAL VOTES. 





He Says Bryan Is Assured of 110 and 
67 Are Doubtful—Will Not Name 
the Doubtful States Nor Those 
That Are Claimed for McKinley— 
Announces that the Republican 
Committee Desires Merely to Hold 
Its Advantage. 


The managers of the Republican National 
campaign in this city yesterday had a four 
hours’ secret session, at which they con- 
sidered reports from State Chairmen in 
every State. Senator Quay, who is the act- 
ing manager in Mr. Hanna’s absence, pre- 


sided, and Messrs. Scott, Clayton, Manley, 
and Osborne were at the conference. 

After the conference, Senator Quay de- 
cided to issue a statement as to the number 
ef Electoral votes which seemed to him 
sure for McKinley. He prepared and signed 
this statement: 

“The election of McKinley and Hobart is 
an accomplished and assured fact. They 
will reeeive 270 Electoral votes. 

**Bryan wiil receive 110, and there are 
six States, having 67 Electoral votes, which 
are doubtful, but the probabilities all point 
to the fact that these 67 votes will go into 
the Republican column and be added to 
the 270 now assured for McKinley and Ho- 
bart. This is the status to-day. 

“We have the election and will hold it. 
Our present effort in the West is to this 
end only. The opposition have abandoned 
the East.” 

After Mr. Quay had made the summary 
public a reporter for THE NEW-YORK 
TIMES sent a request to him asking that 
he be more specific and give the names of 
the States he claimed, or at least those 
that he considered doubtful. 

“Not to-day,” was the answer. 

Mr. Manley of Maine said he had sug- 
gested at the conference that the States 
be named, but this had not seemed best to 
Mr: Quay. 

“The conclusion contained in the sum- 
mary,” continued Mr. Manley, “is not a 
bluff; nor is it a guess. We devoted several 
hours to careful consideration of the in- 
formation we have from every State in this 


country, and we believe the statement Mr. 
Quay made gives the facts in the case.”’ 

** Which are the States regarded as doubt- 
ful?’’ he was asked. 

**Probably we will tell you that in a few 
flays,”’ he replied. 





MR. REED’S CALIFORNIA TRIP. 





Republicans Believe that He Can Save 
the State. 

Thomas B. Reed was in the city two hours 
yesterday, and left for Utica, where he ad- 
dressed a meeting last night. 

Mr. Reed told some of his friends that he 
was in receipt of many pressing invitations 
to make speeches at various points in the 
East, but he had declined them, believing 
that any campaigning in the East would be 
h waste of time and energy, as the Republic- 
ans were certain to sweep everything’ east 
of the Alleghanies. 

Mr. Reed said he was going to pick out 
the weak spots. He will make two speeches 
in Indiana, four in Illinois, and will spend 
several days in Kansas, helping his old 
friend ex-Senator Ingalls. Then he will go 
to California. The California trip, he said, 
contains a touch of sentiment. It was in 
California he began the practice of law. 
The Golden State, since he attained to Na- 
tional fame, has been very proud of that 
fact. He left California thirty years ago, 
and has never returned to the State. The 
people have repeatedly urged him to pay 
them a visit, but he has never been able 
to find the time. He has been told by the 
citizens, irrespective of party, that when 
he did make a visit he would receive a rous- 
ing welcome, such as no other man coulé 
receive. 

Mr. Reed’s Republican friends in Cali- 
fornia have recently showered letters in 
upon him, admitting they were in a very 
doubtful situation, and that about the only 
thing that would help them to save the 
State would be some speeches from him. So 
Mr. Reed cancelled other engagements, and 
decided on making the trip. He will be ac- 
companied by his brilliant daughter, Miss 
Kitty, who says she is anxious to see the 
place where her father first started to make 
his fame and fortune. : 


Iowa’s Heavy Majority. 

Col. H. L. Swords, Sergeant at Arms of 
the Republican National Committee, yes- 
terday received a letter from Norman Lich- 
ty of Des Moines, in which he said: “I 
would not be surprised to see Iowa give 
50,000 plurality for McKinley. A very safe, 
conservative bet would be on 40,000, and 
30,000 would be a snap. One cannot get 
a bet here on Iowa unless he gives odds 
on 50,000.’’ 


Bryan’s State for McKinley. 


Judge I. W. Lansing of Nebraska was in 
this city yesterday. ‘‘I have just received 
a letter from the Chairman of the Repub- 
lican Committee in my State,’’ he said to 
a reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMEs, “in 
which he says the second canvass of the 
State shows that Nebraska will give from 
8,000 to 15,000 plurality for McKinley.” 





Tiffany Employes Raise Two Flags. 


Salesmen of Tiffany & Co. raised a Mc- 
Kinley and Hobart flag last Saturday in 


Union Square, and the workers in silver in 
the Prince Street factory of the firm un- 
furled another flag there the same day. 





Unique Trial for Manslaughter. 


William Jones was yesterday placed on 
trial for manslaughter before Justice Smyth 
in the Supreme Court. Jones was referee in 
a prizefight between Henry Rodriguez and 
John Shagner that resulted in the death of 
the former. Assistant District Attorney 
Hennessey, in opening the case for the peo- 
ple, said it was the first trial of the kind 
in this country. Not only is the principal 
in a prizefight amenable to the law for 
death resulting from prizefights, but all 
those who aided and abetted as well. Spec- 
tators at the prizefight said that Jones 
not only took in tickets at the door, but 
acted as Shagner’s second as well. Jones, 


in his own behalf, swore that he arranged 
the contest as an amusement, and that he 
did not see Rodriguez receive any injury 
that could cause death. Ambrose H. Purdy 
summed up for the defense, and the Assist- 
ant District Attorney for the people, The 
jury will be charged to-day. 





* Suit Against a Trust Company. 


An equity suit has been brought against 
the Atlantic Trust Company of this city 
in the United States Circuit Court, in behalf 
of British holders of about $250,000 of de- 
benture bonds of the insolvent Lombard 
Investment Company. These bonds were 
part of about $20,000,000 issued by the Lom- 
bard Company several years ago. When 
the debentures were floated they were 
backed by certain collateral securities de- 
posited with various trust companies, the 
Atlantic being one of them. 

After the failure and default of the Lom- 
bard Company some of the English holders 


of the bonds applied to have the Atlantic 
Trust Company sell the collaterals back of 
said debentures, and apply the proceeds to 
the payment of the debentures. The trust 
company declined to comply. with this re- 
@uest and the present suit ig the result. 





YNITE’S ODD DEATH. 


A BROO 





May Have Been a Suicide, for Which 
No Cause Is Known. 


The police of Youngstown, Ohio, yesterday 
notified the family of George H. B. Edgar 
of Brooklyn that his body had been found 
in a ravine about four miles west of 
Youngstown with a bullet hole through his 
heart and another through his right tem- 
ple. A new revolver, with two empty 
chambers, was found near the body. A gold 
watch and chain, gold studs and cuff but- 
tons, and a small sum of money were found 
on him, showing that he had not been 
robbed. While many circumstances point 
to suicide, the police are at a loss to ac- 
count for the two wounds, either of which 
Was sufficient to produce death, and both 
could hardly have been seif-inflicted. 

George H. B. Edgar lived at 40 Sterling 
Place, Brooklyn, with his mother, sister, 
and two brothers. He was thirty-nine 
years of age, and was employed in the au- 
ditor’s department of the Erie Railroad. 
He had worked there for three years, and 
was highly esteemed for his personal quali- 
ties and his faithful work. He was pro- 
moted Oct. 1, with an increase of salary, 


and had been selected for a still further 
promotion within a short time. The chief 
auditor of the Erie Kailroad says he can 
think of no reason why Edgar should have 
taken his own life. His accounts were 
straight, and he did not have the handling 
of any considerable amount of money. Pre- 
vious to employment by the Erie Railroad, 
Edgar was with Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Ex- 
press Company for six years, and bore an 
excellent reputation there, 

At his home, his family was at a loss to 
account for his death. They said he was 
not in any financial difficulty, and had no 
love affair or entanglement; that he was 
exceptionally quiet, temperate, and home- 
loving, and spent most of his evenings 
with his family. 

A week ago, Monday evening, Edgar went 
home and said he had a business engage- 
ment. He then went out, since which time 
none of his family had seen or heard of him 
until the news from Youngstown reached 
them. His brother will go to Youngstown 
to-day. 


OLD TIME OFFENDERS. 








Mysterious Prisoners Were Trying to 
Enter Stores. 


The mystery surrounding the arrest of 
two men at the entrance to the Brooklyn 
Bridge on Sunday afternoon was cleared up 
yesterday when Detective Sergeant Mc- 
Cauley, one of the five detectives who en- 
gaged in battle with the prisoners, consent- 
ed to talk about their case. 

The men are old-time offenders, both of 
whom have served terms in Sing Sing for 
burglary. 

The detectives were looking for the men 
who robbed Paul Salvin’s clothing store, on 
Park Row, when they came across the two 
prisoners trying the rear doors of Park 
Row stores, on Theatre Alley. They rec- 
ognized the men as ex-convicts. It was 
evident that they contemplated a burglary, 
and the detectives shadowed them. The 
men finally went to the bridge entrance, 
and were about to start for Brooklyn when 
arrested. They offered resistance, but were 
overcome. They were taken to Police 
Headquarters, where they were re2ognized 
as John Devine, alias Frank Sullivan, alias 
Charles O’Connor, and William Wallace, 
alias Charles Jessup. Devine said he was a 
machinist, thirty-five years old, and lived 
in Brooklyn. Wallace said he was a labor- 
er, thirty-seven years old, and lived at 
9 Bowery. 

When searched a full set of burglars’ 
tools was found upon Devine. Wallace had 
a key for a room in the Gilbert House, at 
182 Park Row. The detectives went there, 
and found a man in bed. He said his name 
was Patrick Murray. In a closet in the 
room was found a steel jimmy, a brace, 
and a sledge. Murray said he knew noth- 
ing about the tools.. The clerk said no one 
else occupied the room. Murray then said 
that a man whom he did not know had 
asked permission to place the tools in the 
closet. Murray was arrested. The three 
men were arraigned in Yorkville Cou-*t and 
remanded until to-day. Detective McCau- 
ley says Murray will probably be released, 
wile the others will be sent to prison for 
having burglars’ tools in their possession.

TAMMANY HAS TROUBLE 








MR. ST. JOHN ACCUSED OF ADD- 
ING TO THE WIGWAWM’S WGE. 





Conspicuous Leaders Say that He Is 


Annoying and Embarrassing 


Them in Many Ways—His Inter- 
ference Preventing Them from 
Getting Out the Best Possible Vote 
for Bryan—Accused Also of En- 
couraging the New Club. 


Tammany troubles do not come wholly 
from within the organization itself. Treasur- 
er St. John of the Popocratic National Com- 
mittee is adding materially to the woes of 
the Wigwam, according to the stories told 
by some of the most conspicuous leaders 


of the braves. They declare that Mr. St. 
John is annoying and embarrassing them 
in many ways. 

It was stated yesterday upon very com- 
petent Tammany authority that if Mr. St. 
John and his Bartholdi Hotel headquarters 
never entered into the campaign, Tam- 
many would stand a very much better 
chance of carrying the county. There-is 
not harmony between John C. Sheehan and 
his associates and Treasurer St. John. 

One of Mr. Sheehan’s closest associates 
said yesterday to a reporter for THE NEW- 
York Times: “Mr. St. John’s course is 
materially interfering with our efforts to 
get out the best possible vote for Bryan 
and Sewall in this city. He probably does 
not intend to do this, but the Tammany 
Hall leaders would like very much to know 
by what authority Mr. St. John seeks to be 
the dictator of Tammany Hall. There are 
several of us also who would like very 
much to have Mr. St. John explain why 
he saw fit to encourage the formation, by 
Henry D. Purroy and a few of his friends, 
of the Tammany Central Bryan and Sewall 
Club, which was organized a few days ago 
at the John J. Scannell Seneca Club, in 
the Twenty-fifth Assembly District. 

‘So far as Mr. Purroy is concerned, we 
know that club is but an attack on Mr. 
Sheehan’s leadership of Tammany, yet at 
the first meeting of that club announcement 
was made of the fact that Mr. St. John had 
been consulted as to its formation, and had 
encouraged the idea. Now, Mr. St. John, 
in addition to encouraging a revolt against 
the management of the organization which 
has sacrificed so much for his candidate, pro- 
poses to say who shall and who shall not 
be Tammany’s candidates for the Assembly 
and Congress. We are not yet ready to give 
Mr. St. John a deed of Tammany Hall. His 
encouragement of the Purroy movement 
seems to me to be an act of distinct un- 
friendliness to Tammany.

The Tammany Hall Executive Committee 
has been called to meet this afternoon. The 
alleged purpose of the meeting is to ar- 
range for the Bryan and Sewall mass meet- 
ing to be held in and around Tammany Hall 
Oct. 23. But John C. Sheehan will probably 
call for reports on the condition of the 
various Assembly districts. ' 

As this will be the first meeting since 
Henry D. Purroy and his friends organ- 
ized their independent Bryan and Sewall 
movement, it will not be surprising if the 


Sheehan-Purroy row should come before 
the meeting in some way. An effort is be- 
ing made to keep that under cover as 
much as possible until after election. 

Some Tammany men thought yesterday 
that it might be well to pass a vote of con- 
fidence in Mr. Sheehan’s management, of 
the campaign, but others said if this was 
done Mr. Purroy would probably be the 
first to move its adoption.

AFTERNOON TEA ROOM. 





Gothamites Will Be Treated to a Real 
Novelty This Winter. 


There has been so much misapprehension 
growing out of fugitive stories and mis- 
statements regarding the proposed “ after- 
noon tea room” which is being organized 
py Mrs. John A. Lowery and Miss Margaret 
Wilmerding, and which promises to be one 
of the chief novelties and attractions of 
the coming Winter season, that the facts 
regarding the projected organization may 
be timely and interesting. The idea of an 
“afternoon tea room’? was suggested to 
Mrs. Lowery and Miss Wilmerding by the 
remarkable success of similar enterprises 
in Paris. 

Prominent members of the American col- 
ony in Paris expressed their surprise to 
both Mrs. Lowery and Miss Wilmerding 
last Summer that New-York had not taken 
up the idea, and both these ladies began a 
study of the question of establishing a tea 
room. in New-York, with the result that 
they have decided to open such a room at 
an early date. Mrs. Lowery, who is ex- 
pected to arrive on the Majestic on Wednes- 
day, is noted for her energy and ability in 
charitable work and in the organization of 
society affairs. She was formerly Miss 
Prince of Baltimore, and is a sister-in-law 
of Mrs. Dr. Loomis, who was formerly 
Mrs. Prince. Mrs. Lowery is a prominent 
member of the Hospital Board, and was the 
prime mover in the two loan exhibitions of 
women’s portraits held at the Academy of 
Design in-the Autumns of 1894 and 1895, 
and which were the most successful affairs 
of the kind ever given in New-York. Miss 
Margaret Wilmerding is a daughter of the 
late William E. Wilmerding. She is a wo- 
man of marked executive ability, and is 
noted for her singing and fine voice. 

The location of the tea room has not yet 
been definitely decided upon, but it will be 
on or near Fifth Avenue, and probably be- 
tween Twenty-third and Thirtieth Streets. 
The room will be open from a little after 
12 to 6 P. M. every day, and Mrs. Lowery 
and Miss Wilmerding will superintend every 
detail of the management. Contrary tothe 
general idea, based on incorrect reports, 
there will be no subscriptions asked for, 
the enterprise being purely a business vent- 
ure on the part of the two ladies. 

A light luncheon will be served, as well 
as afternoon tea, and there will be several 
specialties prepared by skillful cooks, some 
of which are served at the Paris tea rooms, 
while others are to be novelties. Drop 
cakes, buns, waffles, and such dainties are 
to be made a feature. The room will be 
simply and artistically furnished. The 
prices will be moderate. It is the intention 
to provide a lunching place for ladies shop- 
ping and a convenient and agreeable place 
for the members of society to drop in for 
a cup of tea. Men are to be welcomed as 
well as* women, and it is thought that. on 
Winter afternoons the place will become 
very popular with both’ sexes. 





LIVES IMPERILED BY FIRE. 


Brave Rescue of a Woman by Assist- 
ant Foreman Bagan. 


A.fire which placed the lives of a number 
of women and children in peril occurred 
yesterday afternoof in the five-story flat 
house, at 340 West Fifty-ninth Street. It 
started about 2:30 o’clock in the basement, 
and was discovered by the janitor’s assist- 
ant, who immediately gave the alarm. 
Ernest Rosen, five years old, whose parents 
occupy a flat on the fourth floor, was play- 
ing in the cellar a short time before the fire 
was discovered, and it is supposed he 
found some matches, and accidentally start- 
ed it. 

There is no inside airshaft in the house, 
but a dumbwaiter shaft runs from the cel- 
lar. The flames shot up this shaft and 
spread to every floor. There were fifteen 
families in the house, but the alarm was 
given so promptly that with one exception 
all had time to escape, either by the main 
stairway, the fire escape in the rear, or 
over the roof to the adjoining building, 
though a number of them were only a min- 
ute before the flames. 

After escape by the stairway was cut off, 
Mrs. Edna Carter, who lived on the third 
floor, was seen at one of the windows 
screaming for help. Assistant Foreman 
Bagan of Truck No. 16 was passing the 
house. He shouted to Mrs. Carter to re- 
main where she was, and he rushed into 
the next house. He was soon at an adjoin- 
ing window. He stepped out on the sill and 
told Mrs. Carter to do the same. She did 
so, and the fireman held to the window with 
his right hand and carried Mrs. Carter to 
it with his left hand. The crowd gave him 
a hearty cheer for his action. . 

The building was gutted by the fire, and 
the tenants lost nearly everything. Janitor 
Williams rushed through the building after 
the alarm was given and secured several 
watches, diamonds, and a large quantity 
of silverware which had been left behind 
by the tenants. The loss on the building Is 
estimated at about $5,000, fully insured. It 
is owned by Henry Meinken of 314 West 
Thirty-fourth Street. The contents of the 
house at 342 West Fifty-ninth Street were 
damaged by smoke and water. 





Stole a’ Typewriter’s Purse. 


Two well-dressed young men of engag- 
ing manners yesterday entered an office 
at 271 Broadway, where Miss Sarah Gibbs, 
a typewriter of 427 Ninth Street, Brook- 
lyn, is employed, and while one tried to 
sell her a fountain pen the other stole her 
pocketbook, containing $5, from the drawer 
of her desk. When the men had gone Miss 
Gibbs discovered her loss. She started in 
pursuit. On the street she found one of the 
men and had him arrested. He gave his 
name as Victor Kennedy, and said he lived 


at 161 North Ninth Street, Brooklyn. Ken- 
nedy had not been locked up at the Leon- 
ard Street Station more than five minutes 
when his companion called to ask if Ken- 
nedy was under arrest. As Kennedy had 
said that it was his companion who had 
stolen the pocketbook and passed it to him 
he, too, was locked up. He described him- 
self as George Andrews of 125 South Fifth 
Street, Brooklyn. At Centre Street Court 
the young men were held for trial in $500 


4 bail each. The police say they are old of- 


fenders.

GATHERED ABOUT TOWN. 


The liquor dealers in the total abstinence 
State, Maine, are doing business under ad- 
verse circumstances. Some of their de- 
vices to evade the law are clever. Miss 
Isabel Shirley of Brooklyn, a friend of Neal 
Dow and his family, and a stanch white 
ribboner, has spent this Summer in doing 
campaign work for the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union of Maine. This is what 
she writes home of some of the shings she 
saw in the course of her travels around the 
State: ‘In places, barrels of ale were sunk 
into the ground with pipes running up—of 
rubber where the tube runs into the bar- 
rel and where the faucet lets it out, but be- 
tween a long coil of lead pipe. On this coil 
they kept ice to cool the ale as it passed 
through. In this case, the purchasers got 
not only the benefit of the liquor, but of 
the poisonous lead pipe as well. The officers 
were confident, in one place, that liquor was 
sold, and after much search found a trap 
door in a coalbin where there were fifieen 
tons of coal. Opening it, they found a sec- 
ond floor two feet below, where the contra- 
band stuff was stored. I saw a door made 
of wood and covered with solid masonry 
which had been confiscated. It was made 
to look like the cellar wall and was said 
to have cost $200. I took a bit of the stone. 
They say that prohibtion does not prohibit, 
but surely it is not easy to sell liquor when 
such devices are resorted to.”’ 


The scene was the City Hall Park and 
the occasion exciting énough to call to- 
gether a large audience. There was stand- 
ing room only, and every place at the front 
was occupied. It was the inclosed green 
just in front of the room in the City Hall 
where facetious writers say the Mayor 
holds his tea parties. It was_too early for 
tea parties, but it was just the time in the 
morning to catch the erstwhile baseball 
enthusiasts—the young men clerks in the 
down-town offices, the young women ste- 
nographers, and a few other people. They 
stood two or three deep in rows around the 
four sides of the inclosure. On the inside 
was to be seen by those who had a good 
position a big gray tabby cat engaged in a 
sparrow hunt. She crouched for a sparrow, 
crept nearer and nearer, while the audi- 
ence watched in breathless suspense. She 
was perhaps six feet away from the bird 
when she finally prepared to spring. Whiz, 
she went through the air looking almost 
ten feet of cat as she straightened out. 
Lhe bird had seen her, started—she saw it— 
turned a complete somersault in her ex- 
citement, caught the bird, there was a flur- 
ry of feathers, and then—the bird was away 
and safe and a great cry of ‘“ Muffed it! 
Muffed it!” went up from the baseball 
young men of the crowd. It was exciting, 
but the crowd melted away to attend to 
its business affairs and left Mrs. Tabby 
quietly watching for another bird una- 
bashed by the thought of her previous fail- 
ure or the thought her public performance 
might get her name in the paper.

When the suit of Mary B. Train against 
her former husband, George L. Davidson, 
was begun in Westchester County, a mo- 
tion to change the place of trial was de- 
nied by Justice Osborne. Lawyer Bam- 
berger, in Brooklyn, yesterday asked Jus- 
tice Clement to set aside Justice Osborne’s 
order on the ground that the plaintiff had 
sworn falsely when she swore her home was 
in Westchester County.

Twelve years later 
they agreed to separate, Mrs. Davidson to 
obtain a divorce and to ask no alimony in 
consideration of $2,000 a year from a trust 
fund created for Davidson by his grand- 
mother. The divorce was obtained, Mrs. 
Davidson married Frederick C. Train, and 
her former husband paid $7,620 from the 
trust fund. He now refuses to continue 
the payments on the ground that the agree- 
ment is a violation of the statute of Uses 
and Trusts. Justice Clement reserved de- 
cision on the motion. 
Mr. Davidson is a well-known man-about- 
town in Brooklyn. His father left him a 
fortune of about $150,000, and it is said it 
took him less than a year to spend it,

Long Island Railroad Fireman Killed 
by a Bridge Upright. 


Walter Haines, twenty-three years old, a 
fireman on the Babylon express train of 
the Long Island Railroad, died in St. John’s 
Hospital, Long Island City, last night of 
injuries received on Sunday afternoon, 
when he was struck on the head by one of 
the upright columns supporting the foot- 
bridge over the tracks of the railroad at 
the Jamaica station.

MINISTERS WHO CRITICISE THE 
EVANGELIST’S METHODS.

What Those Say Who Cannot Approve 
of the Plan to Stir Up Non-Church- 
goers at Sunday Night Services 
with Talks Modeled After Mr. 
Bryan’s Speeches—Former Reviv- 
als in This City Recalled and the 
Results Attained. 


Dwight L. Moody’s address to the min- 
isters of New-York, delivered in the Marble 
Collegiate Church Monday of last week, 
has been the subject of considerable com- 
ment among clergymen. 

The evangelist, speaking in response to 


an invitation to begin a movement in the 
metropolitan district that might result in 
@ revival of religious feeling, made a num- 
ber of suggestions as to the best method 
of reaching non-churchgoers. His princi- 
pal suggestion was that “Sunday night 
should be given to the conversion of souls.”’ 
He then said, addressing the ministers: 

“Stick to your manuscripts, if you will, on 
Sunday morning, and build up your flock, 
but throw away set and written sermons on 
Sunday night. Why, Mr. Bryan found that 
he could do nothing with a manuscript 
speech at Madison Square Garden, and he 
has thrown it away. [Laughter.] I heard 
him speak to a crowd the cther day up in 
New-England, and he got right down to the 
people. I didn’t believe a thing he said, 
{iaughter,] but he reached the people. * * * 
You will have to talk the kingdom of 
God as the politicians talk of gold and sil- 
ver if you want to reach the people. The 
politicians reach them.” 

This apparent suggestion looking to the 
adoption of Mr. Bryan's methods of reach- 
ing the people is whet is being criticised by 
the clergymen of this clty. Some of them 
do not like the association of such methods 
with the statement that while Mr. Bryan 
succeeded in “reaching the people,’’ Mr. 
Moody ‘didn’t believe a thing he said.” 

This was made the subject of a dis- 
course- Sunday evening by the Rev. Mr. 
Harsha, in the Second Collegiate Reformed 
Church of Harlem, and was freely criti- 
cised by several Methodist ministers of 
New-York and vicinity at their regular 
weekly conference in the Methodist Book 
Concern Building yesterday. 

Views of Dr. MacArthur. 


THe New-York Times on Sunday pub- 
lished an editorial in which the position of 
Mr, Moody and his methods were discussed. 
This editorial was also widely discussed by 
clergymen. The Rev. Dr. Robert S. Mac- 
Arthur, pastor of Calvary Baptist Church, 
said yesterday: 

“I agree with Tur Trmes’s editorial of 
Sunday morning all through, except that I 
think it is a little strong when it says Col. 
Waring is a better evangelist than Mr. 
Moody. Still, I think I understand the 
spirit in which that is said.” 

Dr. MacArthur read from the editorial 
the quotation from Mr. Moody’s remarks 
that ‘“‘ Your preachers will have to give up 
preaching the Gospel only. One of the 
greatest calamities that has ever befallen 
the Church is that Sunday night services 
are given up entirely to preaching the Gos- 
pel.” 

“Why, I thought that Sunday night and 
all other services should be given up to 
preaching the Gospel,’”’ said Dr. MacArthur, 
“‘That’s my idea of it. Preach the Gospel 
at all services, and apply it to our various 
walks in life. I am one of the pastors who 
was here in 1876, when Mr. Moody held his 
meetings in the Hippodrome. I took great 
interest in those meetings and watched 
them very closely. In all my twenty-six 
years as a minister, I have worked right 
here in this city. So I am, I think, com- 
petent to speak upon the result of Mr. 
Moody’s evangelical work in New-York. 

“I don’t want to put myself on record as 
opposed to any instrumentality of possible 
good, but I unhesitatingly declare my be- 
lief that such meetings as Mr. Moody then 
conducted, and as evangelists generally 
hold, are not productive of good in the 
long run. Two churches, Dr. Stephen 
H. Tyng’s Episcopal Church and Dr. George 
H. Hepworth'’s Methodist Church, I think, 
were benefited. But I could mention a 
great many others whose pastors told. me 
they suffered actual loss. One church par- 
ticularly went down. Its decline dated 
from that meeting. The after effects were 
s0 severe that the church never recov- 
ered. 

** Revival is like a boom. The evangelist 
comes e#long and whoops things up. Peo- 
ple become intoxicated with excitement. 
The air rings with hallelujahs and praises. 
Sober, honest work is lost sight of. Hun- 
dreds of converts are announced. They are 
those who have given in their names as 
converted persons. Everything goes like a 
conflagration. 

“When the Moody revival in the Hippo- 
drome was over the first task we set our- 
selves to was to find the converts and assign 
them to the various pastors to be looked 
after. We found it a mighty hard task. This 
Man would say he lived out of town, that 


one that he already belonged to Dr. So-and- 
So's church; this woman that she didn’t 
feel exactly as if she had been converted, 
that one that she had changed her mind; 
while the majority couldn’t be found at all. 
After all the sifting down, the results, so 
far as getting in new converts is converned 
were small. There were very few actual 
conversions. 


How Churches Were Affected. 


“But the few we did have would have 
stamped the meetings as a great success if 
the results had stopped there. When we 
went back to our churches, however, we 
found a state of demoralization. Our mem- 
ber$ had been for ten weeks engaged in an 
exciting revival, attending numerous gerv- 
ices with vast congregations, and they were 
not content to go back to the humdrum of 
church work. They then lost their interest. 
They were in the position of a lot of merry- 
makers after their holiday is over. Going 
back to sober church affairs was iike walk- 
ing among ruins. The people became dissat- 
isfied, and then demoralized. It was this 
that effected the ruin of one church that I 
referred to and injured nearly all the oth- 
ers. 

“TI have, in my twenty-six years’ tor- 
ate here, added to my churc * mem- 
bers. I have done it by hard, steady work, 
not by fireworks and hurrah methods. 
New-York is so big that shelling the woods 
doesn’t do much good. It is the stead 
work, directed intelligently, that counts, 
have no hesitancy in declaring that the 
church which depends upon the revivals of 
oy ene ge their metheds will go to ruin, 
and I won't give it long to do it, either. 

“These meetings discredit the regular 
pastors of churches. The congregation 
think that they are slow and out of date 
and begin to run after other things, an 
after a while desert their church and are 
lost to any church. 

“To sum up, I think the good that the 
evangelists Go is in awakening church mem- 
bers themselves and firing their zeal, just 
as political meetings arouse the voters. 
Perhaps nobody is converted, but those who 
already are converted got more energy and

here’s a chance for good results, Rut on 
the whole I cannot approve the methods of 
the evangelists. I am satisfied that the 
churches in most cases would be better off 
Jwithcat thei.

drome meeting, He id he was reluctant 
to criticize, because was afraid of say- 
ing something that ht be con- 


strued, or have a result upon a good 
cause. He said he thought Mr. Moody had 
been misquoted. 

“In a newspaper report this morning,” 
he said, “‘I read that he declared all out- 
side questions, like politics, social issues, 
and the like would have to be banished 
from the pulpit. I am in hearty accord 
with him there. I don’t want to say any- 
thing that might hurt anybody, or injure 
any good cause. I am agen | interested in 
the work Mr. Moody is trying to do, and 
while 1 would not for one moment lift my 
finger against him, I can’t help feeling that 
I should not care to have him conduct his 
meetings here as he did in 1876. 


He Worked upon the Feelings. 


“Mr. Moody worked upon one’s feelings. 
He got people 2ll wrought up. It was so 
easy to be moved by the spirit under him. 
It was ‘right now; on the instant; don’t 
stop to consider; you can be converted as 


quick as you can think; and God thinks 
faster than you.’ That was the way he 
worked, and you know human nature can’t 
be hurried that way. Work done in a flash 
does not last. 

“In Mr. Moody’s ten weeks’ meetings 
there were several thousand converts.. I 
forget the exact number, but it was over 
5,0. Just.think of ten weeks of intoxica- 
tion. Three months after the meeting 
closed, Dr. Tyng wrote to every pastor in 
town, and got a reply, as to the results 
each church had experienced from the meet- 
ings. ‘These replies told exactly what had 
been done in converting souls. I don’t re- 
member the exact number of converts that 
remained true and could be accounted for, 
but It was about 160. Just thing of it. I’m 
almost afraid to let you quote those figures, 
but they are about correct. One hundred 
and sixty converts could be accounted for 
out of all the thousands. That number 
cannot be considered a compensation for 
the bad state the churches were left in 
when the excitement was over. 

“If Mr. Moody’s meetings did good—and 
I should regret to think they did not—the 
good came mostly from the re-energizing of 
the Church members throughout the city. 
But on the whole, I can’t approve such 
meetings as he held. For this reason, if 
he comes, I hope he will change his method 
of working. I want him to do good, and I 
want to co-operate wich him, but don’t 
want a repetition of what we had twenty 
years ago.” 

Dr. Stealy B. Rossiter, pastor of the 
North Presbyterian Church, said he thought 
Mr. Moody had been misquoted altogether. 
“} don’t think THE TIMEs's editoria: looks 
at the thing from the proper standpoint,” 
he said. ‘It says the day of the evangelist 
igs past. Why, it’s just beginning. There 
are now more successful evangelists in the 
country than ever before, and they are do- 
ing a greater work than ever before. 


Conditions Now Changed. 


‘You must remember that conditions 
change. New-York isn’t what it was twen- 


ty years ago. For this reason, I din’t think 
the methods of Mr. Moody employed in 1876 
would produce the same results now. And, 
as I understand it, he is not going to do 
the same way. He purposes to address the 


astors, and do his work among them, and 
et them transmit it to their congregations 
and others. That is, in my opinion, the best 
Way to meet the case. New-York is too big 
to get at everybody. Mr. Moody’s greatest 
work is in arousing Christian people to 
greater efforts and awakening the 
churches.” 

Dr. J. Wesley Johnston of St. John’s 
Church, Brooklyn, who delivered an address 
to the Methodist ministers at the confer- 
ence, said: 

“T agree with THp New-York TIMEs in 
its position that the mind must first be pre- 
pared for the reception of religious truths 
and convictions. We must, however, get 
the people into the churches in order that 
their minds may be so prepared. We must 
reach them first, and how best to reach 
them in order to prepare them for conver- 
sion is the question that Mr. Moody under- 
took to answer. I believe in popular ser- 
mons on Sunday night. We should make 
the church attractive by having good music, 
and by preaching, not set and dry sermons, 
but by giving bright, interesting talks that 
will go directly to the people.” 

“We want no political talk and no po- 
litical methods,’’. said another. minister. 
“The political. orator wants and gets the 

ublic ear only. *a month or so, and then 
eaves the people to flounder in a muddy 
pool of politics for two-or three years. We 
must reach the public heart and mind every 
day, and have to rely upon such work as 
goes deeper and whose effects last longer 
than mere appeals to feeling. We must 
prepare the ground for enduring work, if 
we are to succeed.” + 


His Plan to Reach the People. 


George. W. Smith, the presiding officer at 
the conference, in speaking of Mr. Moody’s 
suggestions, said: 

“In the main, I agree with Mr. Moody’s 
views. I think Sunday night should be de- 
voted to efforts to reach the unconverted. 
I also agree with him as to the best meth- 
od of reaching them. We must make our 


sermons bright, interesting, and forceful if 
we are to get at the peonks who do not go 
to church. So far as Mr, Moody represents 
that idea, I believe that he is heartily in- 
dorsed by the leading clergymen of New- 
York and vicinity, by Methodist clergymen 
every where. 

* He is right in saying that Sunday night 
sermons should be preached without notes. 
Of course these sermons should be well 
prepared, but they should be delivered off- 
hand, in a direct and attractive way that 
will interest people.”’ 

* How do you propose to get the uncon- 
verted into the churches to listen to the 
sermons?” 

“By giving them something interesting 
to listen to. If it becomes known that we 
have something interesting to say and are 
saying it in an interesting way, we should 
soon attract audiences. 

“The people must also be reached in their 
homes, in their places of business, and in 
their workshops. Kindness and consider- 
ateness shown them there will win them 
to the churches, where they will meet good 
people and have an opportunity of hearin 
the Gospel. I think Mr. Moody’s propose 
work at Cooper Union will be of great serv- 
{ce to the New-York churches in arousing 
interest in religion.”’ 

Dr. Clark Wright of the Bedford Street 
Methodist Church, this city, said: 

“TI think that so far as Mr. Moody is 
concerned, he should try to put into prac- 
tice some of his own principles in the 
extreme east or west side of this city. His 
experience in the Rivington Street Church 
showed him how difficult is this kind of 
werk in New-York. A _ stranger knows 
nothing of the difficulty and ss a 
reacher has to contend with until he stands 
a his side for twelve continuous months. 
I think that every man must adapt him- 
self to the circumstances he has to deal 
with. No cast-iron rule can be made for 
all the churches in New-York. They are 
different socially, intellectually, financially, 


and spiritually, and the men in charge gen-* 


erally know best what are their needs and 
how best to supply them.”

CASH IN MUSIC HALL DUEL 





FRESH INCIDENTS IN THE BIAL- 
HAMMERSTEIN CONTEST. 





The Olympia Manager Trying to Get 
Off Koster & Bial’s Bond for $225,- 
000—The Houses Bidding Against 


Each Other in Thousands for For-| 


eign Performers—Each Deter- 
mined to Smash the Other or Go 
Bankrupt—What They Say. 


“I shall get off the bond of Koster & 
Bial; they can’t keep me on it,’”’ said Oscar 
Hammerstein yesterday. 

“Does that man want to take his name 
off our bond? Then, let him stop writing 
melodramatic letters to us; let him deal 


with the United States Mortgage and Trust 
Company; we haven’t anything to do with 
the bond now,” said Albert Bial yesterday. 

““Mr,. Hammerstein is on Koster & Bial’s 
bond for $225,000; if he wants to get off 
his dealings must be with us; Koster & 
Bial have nothing to say in the matter now; 
they simply pay their interest,’”’ said the 
United States Mortgage and Trust Com- 
Dany yesterday. 

In these three statements are the elements 
defining the status of the war between 
Oscar Hammerstein and Albert Bial, cater- 
ers of the lighter kind of public amusement 
and fierce rivals in the securing of foreign 
performers at high prices. 

“The statement that I am shooting at the 
wrong target when I aim at Koster & Bial 
in the bond affair,’’ says Mr. Hammerstein, 
“is simply quibbling. I won’t stay on that 
bond; I can’t be kept on it. My lawyers 
are going to get me off. See if they don’t. 
They'll get right into the middle of the 
work Tuesday.” 


Barely Recognizes His Existence. 


“I won’t even answer that man’s letter,’’ 
says Mr. Bial. ‘“‘I don’t know him. I told 
you that Saturday night. I have seen his 
name in print and on a letter.” 

So goes now the war of words and letters 
that must soon reach a legal conflict. 
Meanwhile, among theatrical managers, 
agents, and people in general, a lively dis- 
cussion is going on as to a phase of the 
music hall competition that only by sug- 
gestion has ever been brought to public 
notice. That is the bitter and costly battles 
that, since the opening of the Olympia, have 
been waged across the water for the pos- 
session of foreign stars. 

“You can-say that I declare it’s a make- 
or-break game,”’ said Mr. Hammerstein to 
a reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES yes- 
terday. “It’s a finish fight, with money 
for weapons. Only one of us can come 
out of it alive. I think I know which it 
will be.” 

Enormous sums have been paid in the 
last year by Mr. Hammerstein and Mr. 
Bial for performers engaged abroad, and 
now the Thirty-fourth Street house is to 
beat all records in. this purse-destroying 
contest, wherein money and hatred work 
together. 

Hammerstein last year had Yvette Guil- 
bert at a salary of $4,000 a week. She will 
go to Koster & Bial’s in December for a 
four weeks’ engagement at 30,000f. advance 
on the Longacre manager’s price. 

Ted D. Marks is her American manager, 
and, pafticularly in the last few years, he 
has become a most industrious impresa- 
rio of transatlantic celebrities. 

“The rivalry between our music hall 
managers,”’ he said yesterday, “is ast6und- 
ing. It’s a war of dollars generaled by 
men with personal hatred, who take no 
account whatever of the weapons with 
which they have to fight. 

“And, just consider the battle ground. 
In London there is not a single music hall 


performer who can get more than £30 a 
week for a turn at a single music hall. All 
the performers of any account work sev- 
eral halls, and in that way they may raise 
their incomes to $450 a week. 


Most of Them Have Been Here. 


“In that class are people we've seen 
here. There’s ‘Dan’ Leno, Harriett Ver- 
non, Chergwin, ‘the White-Eyed Kaffir’; 
‘Gus’ Elen, Cinquevalli, Marie Lloyd, the 
Sisters Levy, and Lily Harold. Some of 
them have been here. Chergwin has signed 


with Kester & Bial. When an agent goes 
to them for an American trip they send 
their prices up in a balloon. They can 
make, say, $300 in London; they want $1,000 
or more to come here. 

‘“Why? Simply because our music hall 
friends are at war, and if one makes a 
price the other will raise him a hundred 
dollars, until either has to quit. It’s a 
great thing for the agents who get a per- 
centage of salaries of the people they 
book, but at the present rate it must end 
soon. 

“In London a fair act commands from 
£5 to £12 a week, but the best performer of 
them all can’t come within miles of what 
they are paying here. The salaries paid 
here in the last few years are impossible. 
The managers can’t stand it, I don’t care 
who they are. 

‘“‘ Take the case of Anna Held, now at the 
Herald Square for $1,500 a week. She 
never got that in Paris. It all comes of 
competition, but Koster & Bial did not fig- 
ure so much in that. They had secured 
her for $500. Ziegfeld entered the compe- 
tition, as did Hammerstein, and Ziegfeld 
won. 

“The effect of this thing is not by any 
means limited to the music halls, either. A 
well-known company that had many for- 
eign attractions had to close last week be- 
cause the financial strain was too gréat. 
The foreign people demanded Croesus-like 
salaries. The pay roll was about $3,500 a 
week. Why, I know of a first-class Ameri- 
can comic — company of fifty-five — 
ple that will go out this season with less 
liability. 

“Why, when we engage some of those 
people they not only insist on transportation 
both ways, but demand that we shall pay 


for ‘popper,’ ‘mommer,’ and sometimes @.! 


menagerie. 
The Johannesburg Manager. 


“A Johannesburg manager realizes the 
situation. They have been working him just 
as they are working American managers. 
It cost him $60,000 for transportation of 
high-priced English and Continental people 
in a single year, and he has tired of it. 

“He is Edgar Hyman, proprietor of the 


Empire Palace, the only music hall in Jo- 
hannesburg. He is here now, and he intends 
to take reasonable Americans back with 
him and let others fiy their financial bal- 
loons until they are weary. 

“The other side of the picture shows 
Americans in London. They can scarcely 
get a show. They have to do, in most cases, 
a first turn for nothing, and then they are 
likely to be offered small’ places on small 
salaries. The big London managers get 
thelr best artists from the Continent, but 
they never pay any such ruinous prices as 
_ paid here. There is no such wild compe- 
tition. 

“The only foreign music hall artist who 
ever earned here what she received !s 
a She can get $80 a night in Lon- 

on.”” 

A local manager instanced Chevalier as 
an illustration of the prices paid here to 
foreigners. ‘‘ Chevalier,’ he said, ‘ could 
make $600 a week at home. Here he gets 
now about $2,000.”"

JAMIESON’S CLERICAL RECORD. 





The Hotel Beat Seemingly Did a Good 
Deal of Church Work. 


The Rev. James Jamieson paced his cell 
in Yorkville Prison yesterday and talked 
to a reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMEs. 

“All this talk,” said he, ‘‘ about my be- 
ing at the Hotel Netherland Oct. 2 and 
stealing jewelry from Mrs. Charles Thayer 
is false. The police have to fasten the 
crime on some one, and they have selected 
me, a man of the cloth, as their victim. I 
do not deny that I have been defrauding 
hotels, but I do deny absolutely that I 
was at the Hotel Netherland Oct. 2 or that 
I stole any jewelry. Where is the proof? 

“No, Sir, I was ill and in trouble, but I 
did not steal nor rob any one. I have 
been in trouble for a long time, and have 
had to go to some hotels to be able to get 
my meals, but that is all. I will not deny 
that I am guilty of this, and will take the 
consequences,”’ ° " 

Jamieson believed that friends had en- 
gaged Frank Moss as his lawyer. He ad- 
mitted berrowing $100 from Augustus A. 
Low and of getting $50 from the Church 
Aid Society. Jamieson said he could prove 
that he was cailing on a clergyman of note 
in the neighborhood of West Fifty-fourth 
Street at the time he was accused of hav-

He returned to the East in 1890, 
and held services at the mission Episcopal 
Church in Norwood, N. Y. In 1891 he was 
officiating as assistant at St. Timothy’s 
Church, Brooklyn. Two years later he was 
called to the pulpit of Christ Church, New- 
Brighton, Penn. He held that charge for 
two years, and his residence in 1893, accord- 
| to the church calendar, was at Urbana, 


He came to this city two years ago seek- 
ing clerical employment, but was too old 
and ill to fill a permanent position. Many 
clergymen and philanthropically inclined 
persons helped him along after he left Belle- 
vue Hospital last November, and he fre- 
quently found shelter and foot at the Dio- 
cesan House, in which Bishop Potter has 
his office, at 27 Lafayette Place: 

The janitor of the Diocesan House said 
that up to last week Jameson, or Jamieson, 
had all his mail sent to the Diocesan 
House. He further said that Jamieson 
spelled his name both ways, more often 
leaving out the “ i.”’ 

The seminary authorities did not remem- 
ber much about Jamieson, except that the 
description of the man under arrest tallied 
with that of the student: He was some- 
what older than the: average theological 
student at the seminary, but nothing else 
was known about him personally. 





RODERICK CAMERON’S SUIT. 


Alleges that $135,000 Is Due Him on 
a Stock Transaction. 


Sir Roderick W. Cameron feels aggrieved 
over his treatment in a transaction he had 
with Ammia W. Wright, in 1892, and now 
alleges, in’ an action, that Mr.. Wright is 
indebted to him in: the sum’ of ’$135,000 be- 
cause he failed to carry out an agreement 
for the sale of a block of 2,000 shares of 
the stock of the so-called North Star Con- 
struction Company. 

An action for the recovery of this sum 
was begun by Sir Roderick against Mr. 
Wright some time ago. A motion was 
made last week, before Justice Beekman 
of the Supreme Court, by I’. S. Duncan of 
counsel for the plaintiff for an order for the 
examination of witnesses before trial. This 
order was granted yesterday, and gives Sir 
Roderick the right to examine certain tele- 
graph company’s officers, managers, and 
operators, together with their books and 
copies of dispatches relating to the alleged 
agreement. 

Sir Roderick and Mr. Wright were, in 
1892, interested in the North Star Con- 
struction Company. Mr. Wright was Presi- 
dent and Sir Roderick was a Director and 
an influential stockholder. This company 
was then engaged in building the Duluth 


and Winnepeg Railroad, in Minnesota. 
The road was only 100 miles in length, but 
it was contemplated to extend it northward 
to the international boundary line. Sir 
Roderick received a lettter from Wright, it 
was declared, stating that he would sell 
eA shares of the construction company 
at ‘ 

There was much correspondence, largely 
by telegraph, until, as Sir Roderick now 

aims, it amounted to a veritable contract 
for the sale and delivery to him of the 
stock. Just as Sir Roderick thought he 
had the matter settled, Mr. Wright had an 
offer for the same stock at $35 a share. It 
seems he accepted this, and closed the bar- 
gain. He probably regretted it in a short 
time, because the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road bought up the controlling shares of 
that little road at 100 cents on the dollar, 





Dissolution of Shipping Firm. 


Jimenes, Haustedt & Co., shipping and 
commission merchants at 101 Pearl Street, 
have been a leading firm in trade with 
Haiti for many years, and were reputed to 
have a capital of over $400,000. Johannes 
A. Haustedt died January last, and since 
then his interest has been continued by his 
estate. A few days before his death it was 
announced that the firm had changed from 
a general partnership to a special partner- 
ship, that Juan Y Jimenes, the founder of 
the business, who is a resident of Hamburg,

CLEVER CHESS BY PILLSBURY AT 


BUDA-PESTH. 





Tarrasch and Tschigorin Also Show 
Great Skill in Games with Popiel 
and Walbrodt—Sixth Round of 
the Series of Thirteen—Winawer 
Now in the Lead—Popiel the Low 

. Man, Not Having Won Since the 
Congress Opened. 


BUDA-PESTH, Oct. 12.—For the sixth 
round, which commenced the second 
week of the great international chess 
tournament, the masters were paired in the 
following order: Maroczy vs. Albin, Popiel 
vs. Tarrasch, Noa vs. Winawer, Marco vs.

The ,combination Tarrasch made 
against Popiel was another notable feature 
of the day’s play. Another feature was the 
novel continuation for white in the Falk- 
beer Counter Gambit, which Tschigorin 
invented, and effectively sprang on Wal- 
brodt.

They Will Occupy the Salvation Army 
Farm at Ramsey, N. J. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—A band of 
150 Armenian refugees is expected to 
reach New-York this week. If they shall 
be permitted to land under the Immigra- 
tion act, they will be taken in charge by 
Commander Booth-Tucker, the head of the 
Salvation Army forces in the United States. 
They are some of the suffereys of the out- 
rages of Aug. 22 and 23. 

Commander Booth’s interest in these peo- 
ple was enlisted through Miss Frances 
Willard, who asked the Salvation Army 
to give them a refuge in this country. 

When asked what would be done with 
the refugees, Commander Booth-Tucker 
said it was proposed to send them to a 
farm colony recently acquired at Ramsey, 
N. J., of which they would be the first 
The tract consists of forty 


acres. The army also has a similar plot 
of ground of 400 acres near San Fran- 
cisco. 

So far the work of the Salvation Army 
in this country has been’ mainly along 
evangelistic lines. It is proposed to intro- 
fast as possible all the _ social 
features that have been successful in 
England. Of these, the farm-colony scheme

Street Car Driver Out of Work Lived 
on Scraps of Garbage.

SUGAR REBATES TO DEALERS. 


Plan of American Sugar Refinery Af- 
fecting the Facior Plan, 


President Havemeyer and his associates 
of the American Sugar Refining Company 
have practically decided to discontinue, in 
the Louisiana sugar district, the operation 
of the factor plan, which forms the basis 
of their agreement with the wholesale 
dealers. This means that the Sugar Trust 


sixteenths of a cent per pound to the deal- 
ers who handle the plantation sugar of 
Louisiana. 

That sugar comes into direct competi- 
tion with the product handled by the Amer- 
ican Company. It is probable that official 
notice of the discontinuance of the pay- 
ment of the rebate in the South and South- 
west will be issued in a few days. 

Recent protests made by the wholesale 
grocers and sugar dealers of St. Louis and 
Chicago against a proposed reduction of 
the rebate from three-sixteenths to one- 
eighth of a cent per pound appear to have 
been effective. There is good authority for 
the statement that no reduction in the re- 


bate -will be made in either St. Louis or 
Chicago. 

The American Sugar Refining Company’s 
sales have been decreasing steadily of late, 
and the competition -ot-the cheap sugars 
from Germany is believed to be the princi- 
pal cause. Under .existing conditions an 
invoice of sugar from Hamburg can be de- 
livered in St. Louis or Chicago, with ail 
charges paid, at as low a cost as the 
same quantity of sugar shipped from New- 
York to the points named. New-York deal- 
ers say that several large through ship- 
ments of sugar from Hamburg to the 
Western cities in this country have already 
been made. 





HOMESICK WIFE’S MAD LEAP. 


Ran Up to the Roof and Was Found 
Three Stories Below. 


Mrs. Wilhelmena Stewart, the wife of 
John Stewart, who lives on the top floor of 
457 West Forty-sixth Street, either fell or 
jumped from the roof of her home at 5 
A. M. yesterday. Her husband believes 
that she jumped, because she was home- 
sick. 

Stewart and his wife are natives of Tain, 
Scotland. They were married six years ago 
in Scotland, and Stewart, who had estah- 
lished a home in this country, brought his 
bride here to live. She was contented and 
happy for a time, but soon began to grow 
homesick. She went to Canada and to 
Scotland twice, and came back feeling much 
better. She came home from Scotland the 
last time in the steamship Anchoria. When 


she landed she learned of the death of her 
father. 

This, it is believed, affected her mind. Her 
husband adopted a baby for her, but this 
did little good. Friday she had nearly a 
dozen fits, and on Saturday Dr. Terrell 
found it necessary to give her a hypodermic 
injection of morphine.

DRY DOCK TRANSFERS TO END. 





Third Avenue Line’s Contract Will 
Soon Be Discontinued. 


A contract made more than two years 
and a half ago between the Third Avenue 
Railroad and the Dry Dock, East Broad- 
way and Baitery Railroad, for the mut- 
ual transfer of passengers tt Canal and 
Grand Streets and the Bowery, where the 
lines cross, will be abrogated at midnight 
Oct. 21, and the transfer of passengers 
will be discontinued. 

The contract is abrogated by the action 
of the Third Avenue Road, the managers 
of which evidently think that it has not 
been getting enough money out of the ar- 


rangement. Thousands of working people 
who live on the extreme east and west 
sides of the town and far up town wili have 
to pay 10 cents more a day. 

The contract for mutual transfers be- 
tween the companies was made in May, 
1894, and the arrangement was that each 
should pay to the other 2% cents per pas- 
senger transferred. A clause in the con- 
tract permitted its revocation after a three 
months’ notice. Such a notice was served 
by the Third Avenue Company on July 21.

NEWS FROM ARMENIA. 





Advices on the Work of the Armeniaa 
Relief Associution, 


The Armenian [Relief Association in this 
city has received the following advice from 
Harpoot, Arinenia, under daie of Sept. 9: 

“All our Christian towns and villages 
are now in great distress over the collec- 
tion ef taxes. Many persons are cursed 
and bezten and their-women insulted, and 
they are obliged to feed the collectors and 
their horses without remuneration. These 
tax gatherers are as merciless as those who 
robbed and plundcred in November. The 
people say that their condition is almost 
as bad as it was then. Those who were 
plundered, and whoss honses were burned, 
and became beggars. are stripped of the 
little they had accumulated. Even the back 


taxes of former years, which have remained 
on villages, are being collected. All this 
makes the prospect for the coming Winter 
even darker than was imegined. 

“Fifty-four of the Arabkir prisoners, 
who have been so long in prison here, have 
been released. The remaining fifty-one, it 
is understcod? are to be condemned. The 
Malatia pastor is still in prison. The hopes 
of a general amnesty ere very small. 

“The amount of money expended in re- 
lief work during August amounted to $7,330. 
Of this amount $3,640 was distributed 
among the villages. 

“The Industrial Department has issued 
work to 713 houses, while food is provided 
for 3,556 souls.”’ 

More money is needed for a continuance 
of the work of relief, and an appea! is 
mate for contributions by friends of the 
cause. 


BROOKLYN’S IMPURE WATER. 


Prof, Leeds Says the City Necds a 
Filtering Plant. 








A report on Brooklyn’s impure water has 
been made by Prof. Albert R. Leeds of Ste- 
vens Institute, who was employed by Com- 
missioner Willis of the Brooklyn City Works 
Department to make investigations. 

The cause of the troubie, according to 
the report, is the enormous number of 
bacteria. that have bred in the Queens 
County ponds ard lakes. These bacteria 
secrete 2 white gum or paste, which is 
carried into the water mains and decom- 
poses. The mass of evil-smeiling and dan- 
gerous :natter spreads in the water of the 
mains, and is carried into the houses. This 
has caused the numberiess complaints to 
the City Works Department. . 

Prof. Leeds says that cleaning the ponds, 
on which Brooklyn has arranged to spend 
$250,000, will not purity the water supply. 
He says the only thing that will be effective 
is a plant to filter the water. He does 
not give estimates of the cost of such a 
plant, but it is understood that it could 
not be erected for less than $1,590,000.

WHEN THE BOOM WILL COME. | 





Mr. George W. Close, of the bond house 
of Cochran & Close, said yesterday regard- 
ing the financial situation: 

“Everybody is waiting. I do not look 
for any change one way or another until 
we have an election. Prices will fluctuate 
within narrow limits, and stocks will be 
very feverish. It is the disposition every- 
where to do nothing but wait. There is a 
general belief in Mr. McKinley’s election, 
but there is just enough uncertainty in the 
matter to make people cautious. They do 
not want to be tied up when the time 
comes for the election. 

“I find that disposition in every line of 
business. Even the savings banks are keep- 
ing close to the shore. In almost every 
line of mercantile business, contracts are 
being made which are to be null and void 
should Mr. Bryan be elected. In other 
words, options with the governing clause 
‘if McKinley is elected’ are being com- 
monly used in business circles. 

‘*The political questionisdominant. Every- 
thing depends on its outcome. The terrible 
panic which would result if the silver party 
were victorious is enough to scare people. 
The disposition to be unencumbered is 
only natural. 

“But after McKinley is elected—and I 
firmly believe that he will be—I look for 
one of the greatest booms the country has 
ever seen. I think there is more gold in 
hoarding than people héve any idea of. I 
think the quantity that is locked up in 
strong-boxes is enormous. With the elec- 
tion decided for a sound-money policy, this 
will all come out—every dollar of it. We 
will have gold from abroad and gold from 
our midst. Money will be plentiful—so 
plentiful that 1 per cent. will be a good rate 
for it. We will have a boom, not only 
here in the stock market, but in every kind 
of business, 

“But the whole thing hinges on the 
election: That will have to be out of the 
way before we will see the improvement.” 





PROFESSIONALS IN CONTROL. 


Mr. Alfred R. Kimball of the Stock Ex- 
change firm of Baylis & Co. said yester- 
day, in discussing the stock market posi- 
tion and the outlook for prices: 

“If conditions remain as they are at pres- 
ent, I look for a gradual liquidation in all 
lines from now until election. People are 
getting themselves in shape, and there is 
a general disposition to be in good condi- 
tion when Nov. 3 comes around. 

** Every one believes in the election of Mr, 
McKinley and the defeat of the silverites, 
but Wall Street men with heavy intersts 
in the stock market realize that there is a 
possibility—a bare possibility—of the elec- 
tion resulting disastrously, and the dread 
of the havoc that would be wrought should 
the outcome be other than that anticipated 
makes them unwilling to expose themselves 
to the danger. Men do not want to take the 
risk. They want to place themselves where 
they will be out of harm’s way should a 
disaster happen. 

“For this reason, I look for liquidation 
from now on until election. On the other 
hand, should some of the big operators and 
commission houses become so convinced of 
the election of Mr. McKinley that they 
would show a willingness to carry stocks 
over Nov. 8, there would probably be a 
change in the tendency of prices. But at 
present commission houses are discouraging 
their customers from buying because they 
are not willing to load themselves up with 
stocks. And operators are of the same dis- 
position. 

“The market is at the moment in the 
hands of the professional element. There is 
little or no outside buying, nor is there any 
selling by people who have stocks. This 
last is one strong feature of the situation. 

‘*As I said before, I look for liquidating 
and declines. The covering of shorts may 
be enough to keep the market from going 
very much lower, but I think the tendency 
of the market will be a sagging one—that 
is, of course, unless we have some new and 
positive developments,” 





A TIME FOR CHEAP STOCKS. 


Regarding the stock market, Mr. Albert 
Stieglitz said yesterday: 

**One of the strong features of the pres- 
ent situation is the small quantity of stocks 
offered for sale, and almost all the offer- 
ings are from traders and not from in- 
vestors. This seems to me to be a time to 
get cheap stocks. I think that you will 
see higher prices before election. I do not 
look for a boom or anything of that kind, 
but there will probably be a gradual ad- 
vance in quotations. 

**Just now people are a bit nervous and 
uneasy. They are doing little or nothing 
in the market, and this disposition to hold 
off is giving what market there is over to 
the professional element. But in another 
week or two, as the election draws nearer, 
and the victory of sound money grows more 
and more certain, I think there will prob- 
ably be a gradually increasing disposition 
to discount the result. 

“JT think we shall have a movement of 
this kind, and it will mean a gradual ad- 
vance in prices. People are generally of 
the belief that Mr. McKinley will be elect- 
ed, and as the time for picking up cheap 
stocks grows shorter, I do not see why 
there should not be a buying movement, 
not on the part of the professionals, but by 
outsiders, 

“TI can see no veasonable grounds for 
timidity on the part of holders of stocks. 
I am confident of the outcome of the elec- 
tion, and I do not see why there should be 
any selling of securities. And I think it 
is the general disposition on the part of 
people who have stocks to turn the key 
on them, and take what small risk there 
may be attached to carrying them over the 
crisis.’’ 





TRADE ALREADY IMPROVES. 


A member of the New-York Stock Ex- 
change had a call yesterday from a mem- 
ber of one of the biggest wholesale dry 
goods firms in this city, who said: 

“Important changes are appearing in the 
business world indicative of the already 
established belief that we shall have an 
overwhelming honest-money victory next 
month. From every quarter we are receiy- 
ing evidence that a big business revival is 
close at hand. 

“This is particularly true of affairs in the 
Southwest. Representatives of our house 
in that section who only @ Nttle while ago 
were dospondent, have all of a sudden been

» to keep up with the busi- 
. We have had to put 
more salesmen on the road. 

** What. is true of the Southwest is almost 
true of the greater part of the South, es- 
pecially of Tennessee and Alabama. This 
new liveliness can be traced absolutely to 
the conclusion that business men have 
reached that Mr. Bryan is going to be 
swept aside. Many of the orders we re- 
ceive, indeed a large proportion, carry the 
proviso that the contract is based.on a be- 
lief that Mr. McKinley will be elected. 
This means that these merchants of the 
South and Southwest feel that as soon as 
the election is over improved business con- 
ditions will be asserted and that an era of 
good times will set in forthwith. They 
want the goods in hand for an early start.” 









OPPORTUNITIES ENOUGH. 





A Wall Street banker received a letter a 
week or so ago from an old Western friend 
who wrote th.t he had some idle funds in 
hand with which he was disposed to make 
a stock-market investment, and he would 
like advice as to what was safe and likely 
to be profitable. The answer he got was: 

“If you insist on getting into the stock 
market, I will, of course, be glad to do all 
I can for you. But, in all frankness, I 
would suggest that it might be just as well, 
under all the circumstances, if you did not 
try speculation here at present, especially 
as you are many hundreds of miles from 
Wall Street, and the stock market has 
puzzles enough even for those who are 
right at hand to watch it every minute. 

“I would suggest that, as an active busi- 
ness man, you ought to be able to use sur- 
plus funds to greater advantage now by 
investing »n materials identified with your 
trade and with which you have familiar- 
ity. Most staples are selling below their in- 
trinsic valie. Any promise ‘of business 
activity must give them advances. An hon- 
est-money victory in November will mean 
a great industrial revival. Take linseed 
oil, for instance. There is something you 
know about personally. Your trade has 
to do with it. Why not put money into 
that?” 

This letter having reached its destina- 
tion, a reply has just come to it by tele- 
graph. This is what it says: 

“Since I wrote for your advice linseed 
oil is up 11 cents a gallon.” 





A LIBEL ON NEW-ORLEANS. 





Much sensational rumor-mongering has 
lately been indulged in at the expense of 
New-Orleans business interests. Not New- 
Orleans only was struck at. The whole 
South was aimed at, for the insinuation 
was that New-Orleans embarrassments in- 
volved pending disaster for many other 
Southern localities. There is, therefore, in- 
terest and value in the following from a 
high Southern authority: 

“This attack is misleading throughout, 
utterly untrue in several particulars, and 
a distortion of facts in others. In ‘the first 
place, it is not true that there has been a 
sudden and unusual demand for money from 
New-Orleans. There always is a demand 
for money at this season of the year, when 
the crops are being moved, and, as the 
cotton crop is coming in earlier than usual, 
the demand for money is correspondingly 
earlier. As to the supply of cotton bills, 
instead of being extraordinarily large, as 
alleged in the dispatch, it is decidedly 
small, owing to the small demand for ex- 
port. 

“It is not correct to say that the market 
has recently declined, owing to heavy offer- 
ings of cotton from New-Orleans, and that 
cotton is being sacrificed here for the pur- 
pose of raising ‘much-needed’ money. Cot- 
ton is being offered qujte freely for sale, 
but it is not consigned“cotton, but cotton 
controlled in the interior. The farmers and 
country merchants are satisfied with pres- 
ent prices, and, as the crop is early and 
receipts are accumulating, they are willing 
and anxicus to sell. This is the invariable 
rule at this stage of every season; hence 
there is nothing extraordinary or even un- 
usual in the present free offering of cotton 
from the interior. 

‘‘Far from sacrificing cotton to secure 
needed money, local cotton factors are per- 
fectly willing to carry cotton, if their cus- 
tomers in the country so desire. Money is 
never over plentiful at this season of the 
year, but no difficulty is ever experienced, 
nor is any experienced now, in securing 
from the local banks all the financial aid 
requisite to properly handle the business 
of this market, or, for that matter, all 
business that may be offered.”

DESECRATED AN OLD TOMB 


In St. Paul’s Churchyard—Trinity Par- 
ish House Also Entered. 


A tomb that had stood undisturbed for a 
century or more in St. Paul’s Churchyard 
was desecrated Thursday night. It was of 
marble, and shielded by a bit of shrubbery 
near the northwest corner of the yard. 
One could reach through the tall iron 
fence and almost touch the tomb. The 
identity of the person buried there has 
been lost among the big books containing 
the Trinity Parish records. 

Mrs. Murray, who is a charwoman in 
Trinity Parish House, went into the Rev. 
Dr. Morgan Dix’s office Friday morning to 
dust. She found the rector’s desk over- 
turned. She called the janitor, Thomas 
Irwin. A window opening on the graveyard 
was broken, and the carpet was strewn 
with glass. Outside the window was a bar- 
rel, On which some person had stood to 
break the window with a brick. The brick 
could be seen lying below. 

The rector’s desk had been forced open, 
but nothing was missing from it. From 
the top of an escritoire an antique clock of 
mahogany, with bronze face, had been re- 
moved. It was found later in an ash bar- 
rel in the basement area, with the face 
broken and one leg gone. 

W. A. Duncan and the janitor searched 
the graveyard for traces of the thief, and 
thus the desecration of the tomb was re- 
vealed. The heavy marble slab, 7 by 4 
feet, had been pried loose with a heavy in- 
strument and toppled over until it rested 


partly on the ground. Pieces of marble 
had been chipped off in the process of re- 
moval. 

The tomb was of the sort used a century 
ago for protection against grave robbers 
and consisted of the horizontal slab resting 
on a box of heavy marble. The crypt itself 
is below and separated from the tomb by 
brick work and concrete. Only the brick 
with which the window was broken had 
been removed. 

A careful examination of the inscription 
on the slab reveals a name that is possibly 
“Clement Eden.” The first E in Clement 
is entirely effaced, and the name is all very 
indistinct, even under a magnifying glass. 
The tomb next the one described is of the 
same variety and size, and the name upon 
it is ‘‘Medser Eden.”’ A thorough search 
failed to reveal the record of the death of 
any one of the name of Eden. 

“The thieves who did this,” said Mr. 

Duncan, “ opened this tomb before enter- 
ing the parish house to prepare a hidin 
place for the church plate they expecte 
to get as booty. They got nothing, and so 
left without closing up the tomb. Had they 
made a successful haul they would have 
concealed the plunder in the tomb and re- 
turned for it at their leisure.’’ 
Police Captain Westervelt of the Church 
Street Station has detectives working on 
the case. Chief Conlin thinks that it was 
not the work of robbers, but the freak of 
an insane person, 





LIQUOR DEALERS ON TRIAL. 





Only One Conviction Secured in Jer- 
sey City Yesterday. 


The Jersey City Mquor dealers who were 
indicted for selling liquor on Sunday, 
through the efforts of the Law and Order 
Society of Hudson. County last Summer, 
were notified to appear for trial yesterday 
in the General Sessions Court. There are 
eighteen under indictment, but only four 
eases were reached. 

The first case was that of Michael Farm- 
er of 344 Second Street. Hugo Ritter testi- 
fied that he bought a glass of beer in 


some amusement by misunderstanding a 
question as to his capacity. He said he 
didn’t think it made any difference who was 
his pastor. When tte matter was explained 
he said he could drink fifteen glasses of 
beer without getting drunk. He was em- 
ployed by the Rev. Gustav Hoerz. The 


defense claimed the beer was sold by 
Thomas Farmer, a brother of the saloon 
keeper, and the defendnat was acquitted. 
Bassford & Glenn, proprietors of the Im- 
perial Hotel, 3 and 5 Exchange Place, were 
next arraigned. Joel Harris and John 
Thompson, New-York detectives, testified 
that they ‘ought drinks at the Imperial on 
Sunday, May 24. Thompson drank beer. 
Harris bought whisky, tasted it, and poured 
the rest of the whisky into a bottle which 
he produced. The State next called Thomas 
Jordan, the barkeeper. He refused to say 
whether he sold whisky and beer to Harris 
and Thompson, and the defendants were 
convicted. 

In the case of Patrick McArdle of Ex- 
change Place, the evidence was the same. 
Oscar Earleton, the bartender, who was said 
to have sold the liquor, testified that the 
saloon was % open Sunday, May 24. The 
ury disagreed. 

’ Arthur Crossman of 1 eg ee Street 
was next called. Harris and ompson tes- 
tified that they bought beer and whisky at 
Crossman’s Sunday, May 24. James Ryan 
the bartender, swore that they did not, and 
that the saloon was not open that day. 
Crossman was acquitted.

Central(Pacific Management Criticised 
by Englishmen, 


Some of the English stockhoMers of the 
Central Pacific Railroad have joined in a 
public manifestation of dissatisfaction with 
the existing condition of affairs. They are 
displeased with C. P. Huntington’s manage- 
ment, and particularly displeased with the 
arrangement that he made with represent- 
atives of the British interest twotyears ago 
for the payment of dividends. 

This dividend agreement was put in the 
form of a contract, and it provides that a 
dividend of % per cent. on the Central 
Pacific stock shall be paid each January 
and July until a satisfactory adjustment 
of the company’s debt to the United States 
Government is reached. After such adjust- 
ment the dividend rate is to be increased 
to 2 per cent. per annum for 4 guaranteed 
period of two years. 

A circular, signed by W. Morehead of 
London and F. G. Longton of Liverpool, 
has reached this city, in which the dissat- 
isfied stockholders say: ‘‘ This dividend is 
only one-half of that, which was found 
sufficient to quell the English agitation of 
1888. So matters rest for the present, but 
facts have recently come to light in con- 
nection with the inner history of the com- 
pany during the past two yeaits which, in 
our eee, seriously affect and imperil 
the interests of the English shareholders. 
A meeting will shortly be convened in n- 
don, when a statement of facts will be 
presented to the holders, whg like our- 
selves, are dissatisfied with the present 
Directors and committee of stockholders.”’
